No formal an- 
nouncement has beén made by the 
company of its action as the advance 
has been gradually taking effect in 
various departments at different times 
during the last two weeks. 


President Wickes, in discussing the 
matter today, said that the company 
had assured its men last year when the 
great strike was ordered that wages 
would go up as eoon as business con- 
ditions would permit and that the 
present incsease in salaries was simply 
the fulfillment of the promise made 
then. 


The advance coming as it does just a 
year since the railroads of the country 
were tied up in the effort to compel 
such an increase is regarded by labor 
leaders as strange, but the ofii cials of 
the company deny that any significance 
attaches to the date of the advance.

open wagon with his father alont; Main 
street wheil Eckerd crossed in front of 
the team, stood on the edge of the side- 
walk and fired three shots at Bitten- 
bender with a revolver. 
Bittenbender 
fell dead. 
Eckerd is janitor of the 
State street school building and it is 
said had words with Director Bitten- 
bender over some work [Eckerd >aB 
doing. Eckerd is now in jail and there 
is strong talk of lynching. 


PHYSICIAN 
KILLED

LOUISNILLK, Ky., July 6.—Dr. Edward 
B. Palmer, one of the most prominent 
physicians in this city and well known 
throughout the southern states, was 
killed on the Southern ^boulevard last 
night while riding his bicycle, in a 
collision with another wheelman, Wm. 
R. Colston. 
Both parties were thrown 
to the ground, but Mr. Colston was 
quickly revived. 
Dr. Palmer, how- 
ever, could not be revived and was re- 
moved to the Norton infirmary, where 
he died at an early hour this morning 
Without having regained consciousness. 
Dr. Palmer was born in Woodstock, 
Vt, and came here forty-four years 
ago.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., July 6—It now ap- 
pears that six lives were lost by the 
sinking of the steamer Lady Lee, which 
occurred last night at the head of Is- 
land Forty, eighteen miles above this 
city. The missing are: The boat's 
baker and Peter Watson, the barber, 
both of Memphis, together with a negro 
roustabout named Ady, also of Mem- 
phis, and thr^e colored deck passen- 
gers. Mai-y Winder and Mamie .Stew- 
art, of Dean's Island, and a preacher, 
name unknown, 
who belonged at 
Osceola, Ark. The boat had made a 
landing and was backing out when she 
struck a hidden obstruction and sank 
almost immediately in fourteen feet of 
water. In sinking she careened to the 
star 
board 
and 
a 
number 
of persons 
jumped 
overboard, all 
of 
whom 
were 
rescued 
except 
the six mentioned. 
News comes this 
morning that the boat is breaking in 
two and will be a total, loss. She waa 
worth about $30,000 and is said to be 
insured with Cincinnati and Louisville 
underwriters, but nothing definite on 
that point can be learned as the owners 
and officers have gone to the scene of 
the wreck. The vessel belonged to the 
Lee Line and sailed from Memphis. 
The missing barber was one of the old 
time characters on the river here, hav- 
ing served on various boats for the last 
forty years. 
He was known as "Uncle 
Peter" and was universally esteemed. 


TORN MONEY 
MYSTERY- 


It Was John Chambers Who Dcstroye<l 
tt|e Bank Koteti. 


CHICAGO, July 6 —The mystery sur- 
rounding the finding of the torn 
money on the lake front is believed 
to have been solved. The evidence 
seems to show that the man who de 
stroyed the money was John Chambers, 
of Covington, Ky., and that his body is 
now lying beneath the lake. Cham- 
bera was twenty-eight years of age and 
a son of one of the most prominent 
Kentucky families. 
Four months ago 
he drew $30,000 from a Covington bank 
and disappeared. A few weeks ago 
Chambers was recognized at Seattle, 
Wash., by Wm. P. Trimble, who has 
now apparently run down the mystery. 
Chambers had $6 000 left at Seattle and 
said he was coming to Chicago. 


MRS. LEASE DEFEATED. 
Supreme Conrt Decides Agpainst Her 
Holding: Oliiee. 


TOPBKA, Kas.—July 6 —The supreme 
court today decided the case of Mary 
Elizabeth Lease against George A. 
Clarke, holding that when Mrs. Lease 
was appointed to be a trustee of the 
state board of charitable institutions 
by Governor Lewelling in 1893 was for 
an unexpired and not for a full term' 
and that Governor Morrill's appoint- 
ment of Geo. A. Clark to be her suc- 
cessor was regular and in accordance 
with the law. The opinion was unani- 
mous.

HtJNTSTiLLE, Texas, July 6,--Inform- 
ation from reliable sources indicate 
that the cotton crop is in a dangerous 
condition in Arkansas and Texas; un- 
less it stops raining, and that very soon, 
the cotton crop will be cut short at 
least 50 per cent.

ing received a call to become the pas- 
tor of the First Baptist church at Cin- 
cinnati, the leading church of that de- 
nomination in the Queen City of the 
West. 


About a month ago the pulpit com- 
mittee of tliis Cincinnati congregation 
came to this city to bear Dr. Northrop 
preach and to interview him in regard 
to accepting the pastorate of the 
church and the result has been that 
last evening he received a telegram 
and this morning a quick delivery let- 
ter telling him that the congregation 
had extended him a unanimous call to 
become their pastor at a salary of 
13,700 a year with a free parsonage fur- 
nished. The church is one of the 
most prosperous in Cincinnati, with a 
large congregation, and a church prop- 
erty of 1100,000, free from debt, and 
would open a field for Mr. Northrop's 
ability as a pulpit orator superior to the 
one that he has in this city. 


The call is especially flattering be- 
cause the Cincinnati congregation has 
never heard him preach, but rely on 
the reports of the committee visiting 
this city ih regard to his ability and 
the work that he has done here. The 
church also recognize the worth of the 
pastor's wife and extend to her the 
position of leader of the church choir 
with a handsome salary. 


At the morning «ervicss at the Bap- 
tist tabernacle tomorrow Pastor Nor- 
throp will tender his resignation, and 
it is altogether probable that he will 
accept the Cincinnati offer, but, if he 
does so, he will not leave this city for 
his new field before the 1st of October. 


As a church worker and a pulpit 
orator Dr. Northrop has few equals, as 
is attested by his wonderful success in 
this city in building up a congregation 
which, when he came here to be their 
pastor, 
was one of the smallest 
in 
the 
city, 
but 
which is 
now the largest, 
having a mem- 
bership of nearly nine hundred. His 
methods of church work are different 
in many respects from other pastors. 
He is active and zealous in every field 
of labor and wins friends by his genial, 
social ways wherever he is, whether in 
the church circles or out of it. He 
preaches to the largest audiences in 
the city, holding them attentive listen- 
ers with his eloquence, and is popular 
with all. In his new field he would 
win success because he would work for 
it and his tireless energy knows no 
such word as fail.

RIOT AT A PICNIC. 


Three Killed and Over a Dozen 
Injured. 


Men and Women Battle 
ludlscrim« 
inately and tlie Ground IM 
I>yed With Blood. 


ENGLISH, Ind., July. 6.—Startling re- 
ports of a desperate riot ai Siberia, in 
Perry county, in which three persons 
were killed and fifty injured, and in 
which a thousand men and women 
took part, reached this city yesterday 
evening. The dead are: Fred Elmer, 
William Geise and Frank Hart. Those 
fatally hurt are: Peter Bennett, Eobert 
Dodge, Abner Stroud and Samuel Wil- 
son. 


Siberia is but a hamlet of a few 
dozen struggling houses and a Roman 
Catholic church, the congregation of 
which is composed of Germans. 
They 
are a simple and inottensive people, but 
have been greatly annoyed recently by 
persons opposed to their 
religion. 
Thursday they planned to enjoy a great 
picnic in the woods surrounding the 
village. 
The entire population turned 
out to attend and all went smoothly 
enough until 
several gangs of dis. 
turbers appeared on the scene and be- 
gan to make trouble. 


The desperate fieht, which lasted for 
an hour, was precipitated by a gang of 
local roughs whose numbers were aug- 


mented by additions from the swamp 
locality along the Ohio river. 
They 
came to the picnic inflamed with whis- 
ky and armed with clubs and knives, 
and started a fight in which a thou- 
sand persons engaged. 
Many of the 
injured are women and children, for it 
seems that the intruders spared neither 
sex nor age. 


The riot was largely the growth of 
religious ditlerences. 
A thousand peo- 
ple participated in the conflict. It is 
reported that over one hundred were 
more or less seriously injured. 


THE STORY EXA(iUERATEI). 


INIIIANAPOLI.S, Ind., July 6.—The re- 
ported horrible riot at Siberia is not 
fully credited here. 
There is a sus- 
picion that when the full facts are 
known the rioting will be found to have 
been not nearly so horrible.

LONDON, June 6.—An oflScial telegram 
received here from Bombay says that 
owing to the clashing of a Hindoo mar- 
riage procession with some natives tak- 
ing part in a Mohammedan fete at 
Porbandar, on the Kattywar peninsula, 
the former attacked the Mohammedans 
and drove them from their mosque. 
The troops eventually repressed the 
rioting after several hours of serious 
disturbance. Three of the rioters were 
killed and 184, chiefly Mohammedans, 
were wounded

Club. 


HUNTEBSQUAY, July 6.—Valkyrie III, 
Ailsa and Britannia started today in 
the first race of the Royal Clyde Yacht 
club with a fine southerly wmd blow- 
ing. The first prize was 100 pounds; 
second prize, thirty pounds; the course 
a total distance of about fifty miles. 


The time allowances 
granted by 
Valkyrie to her competitors under the 
rules of the Yacht Bacing association 
were: .Ailsa, 2m and 29s; Britannia, 
4m and 23. The Valkyrie finished 
at 4h, 31m and lOa; the Britannia, 4h, 
49m and Sos; the Ailsa 4h, 50m and die. 
Consequently the Valkyrie won' by 
eighteen minutes twenty-six seconds 
actual time, and by fourteen minutes, 
twenty-four seconds corrected time, 
deducting the Britannia's time allow- 
ance of four minutes, two seconds. 


INCOME TAX-PAYERS. 
Application to Have Ttaeir 
Money 
Relunded. 


WASHINGTON, D. C , July 0.—The In- 
ternal Revenue bureau has already re- 
ceived a number of applications for the 
refund of the amounts paid as in- 
come taxes prior to the decision of the 
United States court declaring the law 
to be unconstitutional. 


The blank forms of application for 
the refund were sent out about ten 
days ago and almost immediately began 
to return from nearby points. The 
question as to whether the commis- 
sioner 
can 
repay 
the 
amounts 
without 
formal 
authorization 
of 
congress 
has 
never 
been 
for- 
mally raised, but the officials have no 
doubt that the law authorizing the com- 
missioner to refund internal revenue 
taxes wrongfully collected will be held 
to apply to taxes collected on incomes. 
The amount collected does not exceed 
183,000. 


FIERCE FIGHT AT BURLINGTON. 
One Desiierado Fatally Shot in a Con- 
flict With the Police. 


BURLINGTON, Iowa, July F».—A bloody 
flight between the police and two des- 
peradoes took place yesterday. 
A sa- 
loon fight, in which a Swede was thrown 
throvigh a plate glass window and 
badly cut, started the trouble. Chief 
of Police Low chased the men into 
the suburbs, where thev turned on 
him and opened fire, which he re- 
turned, 
After emptying their guns 
they closed in on him, beating him over 
the head with their revolvers. Low 
shot one through the shoulder and an- 
other officer, who had just arrived, fin- 
ished the man with a shot through the 
back. The second man escaped, but 
is being hunted by a posse, armed with 
Winchesters. 


The wounded man gives two differ- 
ent names—Connelly and Williams. 
Ee cannot live. Chief Low had his 
head badly bruised, but escaped, al- 
though a dozen shots were fired.

Death CouieK to All. 


It has been the custom of The Sknti- 
XEL for a number of years to publish in 
its Saturday's issue the list of those of 
our residents 
who have passed from 
life into death during the week, and 
this we do in our local columns today. 
The publication of this list, and the 
noiice of the death of each one as it oc- 
curs, reminds us, young and old, that 
we are all, with rapid footsteps, hurry- 
ing towards the grave and 
the time

tomb. 


From the very nature of things we 
cannot live always. 
There is a limit 
beyond which human life cannot 
go. 
If we had perfect bodies, unhampered 
by inherited weaknesses, we should not 
die in youth, or middle age, but would 
retain our faculties to the last and take 
our leave as the sun does when he 
sinks behind the hills. 
If the laws of 
nature were triumphant, if our ances- 
tors had not left their diseases as well 
as their property to us as heirs, 
we 
might be hale and strong until the 
machinery gave away. 
That is the 
kind of life and death indicated by the 
plan of God, but that plan 
has been 
sadly interfered with and this is the 
reason death comes to so many long be- 
fore the allotted time of life. 
Death 
would come, however, at some 
time. 
Man's frailty and mortality are a part 
of the Divine plan, and 
our bodies 
must yield to death, which is stampld 
upon everything in this world except 
the immortal soul. 


So far as the great majority are con- 
cerned, their bodies are actually worn 
out at death and resemble machines 
which have fully subserved their pur- 
pose and can be no longer useful. 
Men 
oi science tell us that these bodies are 
so constructed that repair after a cer- 
tain lapse of years is impossible, and 
that the prophecy of doom is inter- 
woven with every physical 
fibre 
and 
function. 
On the other hand, the 
sfirit becomes brighter 
and younger 
with time. 
Countless summers may 
come and countless winters go, but the 
spirit of man grows not old and has no 
premonition of decay. 
At that su- 
preme moment, when the fleshy ruin is 
complete, and the body through sheer 
exhaustion sinks into the grave; at that 
moment, when we reverently put above 
the sod a tablet with the ominous 
legend, "In Memoriam," as though the 
end had come and the body would 
thereafter resolve itself into dust and 
and ntver more be seen—at that mo- 
ment the soul, glad in its new found 
freedom, breathing for the 
first 
time 
the air of liberty, 
unchained, 
un- 
hampered, 
unconfined, 
plumes 
its 
rojal wings for flight to the throne of 
God. 


But the race of man should not fear 
death, as they do, if their lives have 
been such as they ou^ht to be, for they 
will have a brighter and better home 
when the final separation comes. 
I t 


will not be theae frail and vaorltil 
bodies which will be our future home, 
l)ut l>o(lie8 far more comely, of Hnor 
fibre and material, in which our souls 
will be proud to dwell. 
For a lime 
only we live in the ilesh, but when the 
glorious change shall come, the alchemy 
of death will separate the mortal from 
the immortal, the foimer crumbling 
into atoms, the latter putting on as a 
wedding garment that spiritual body 
to which St. Paul refers with such sub- 
lime eloquence and which will be a 
worthy residence for one who is to live 
eternally in the presence of our Creator 
and Father. 


How to Meal With Tramps. 


The tramp nuisance is increasing as 
the weather becomes warmer, says the 
New York 
Evening Post. 
From 
all 
over the country come reports of the 
depredations of these human parasites, 
and the problem what to do with 
the 
rascals is being earnestly discussed 
in 
many places. 
A gang of about fifty 
tramps has been in complete possession 
of barns and old houses in 
Baltimore 
county, Maryland, and from the Berk- 
shires in Massachusetts news is receiv- 
ed of a meeting of citizens called for 
the purpose of planning some way of 
relief from the similar scourge there. 


It is estimated that in the country at 
large there are not less than 
60,000 
habitual tramps who beg and steal 
their living at a daily cost of about 
$30,000, which comes, of course, out of 
the earnings of honest workers and 
taxpayers. 
In the towns and 
villages 
and in the smaller cities there is found 
a need of wood yards and lodges, with 
rigid enforcement of the laws against 
begging and vagrancy. 


For the punishment of the incurables 
the new Massachusetts system 
prom- 
ises to be as thoroughgoing as any. The 
state has purchased 2,000 acres of cheap, 
but improvable land. 
The soil is both 
marshy and rocky, but it can 
be 
ditched and cleared and made profit- 
able for agriculture. 
To this 
farm 
every tramp legally convicted 
of va- 
grancy will be sent for two or three 
years. 
H e will be employed in build- 
ing roads and houses on the farm, in 
digging drains, in clearing, plowing*, 
sowing, reaping, and in all the labor of 
a farm that has to be created from a 
wildeinefis. 
The work will be 
heath- 
rul and not more severe than that 
which is undertaken 
voluntarily 
by 
the thousands of brave men who yearly 
take up homesteads on the 
frontier. 
The tramps will be »converted 
into 
laborers, and will be well fed and com- 
fortably clothed.

To avoid 
this tho Mexican goverument establish- 
ed in 18G1 what was called tlio zona 
libre. It is a strip a little more than 13 
miles wide and covers all tho Mexican 
lino next to tho United States. 
Tho 
inliabit;uits of this zone were to bo al- 
lowed to import goods at one-tonth the 
regular rate, provided they were to be 
used within the zone. But soou foreign 
merchants took advantage of the priv- 
ilege to get their goods into tho freo 
zone, and thence smuggle them across 
the border into tho United States, 
Eu- 
ropean goods sent to Mexico are allowed 
to pass through tlie United States in 
bond, and that was the method the shaxp 
merchants took to get their wares into 
the free zone. 


A joint resolution passed by the last 
congress was supposed to aboHsh the 
passago of foreign goods in bond through 
the United States to tho Mexican free 
zona 
But the resolution was not prop- 
erly dra-\Tn up and has largely failed of 
its object, and there we are stilL

is in favor of law and order 
and op- 
posed to the wide open policy. 
There 
need be no mistake upon this point. 
We have got far enough along to know 
that wickedness is not a sign of big- 
ness. 
People here are not deceived by 
the foolish talk about ' fencing the 
town in." 
They know that the best 
advertisement 
a city can have is a 
reputation for orderliness and sobriety. 
And ihey 
know, too, that the very 
worst advertisement it can have ia a 
reputation for being controlled by the 
liquor element. 


« Much of the trouble in 
American 
municipal governments has grown out 
of the new unholy 
combination 
of 
whisky and politics. 
New York is an 
illustration of this truth. 
But even 
New York has reformed herself, for the 
liquor dealers and their former ¡part- 
ners, the police, have found their match 
in Mr. Theodore Roosevelt.

The Silver Standard In Mexico. 
A balance between the 
advantages 
and disadvantages of a silver standard, 
such as is stmcik by Mr. Romero, the 
Mexican minister», in The North Ameri- 
can Review, can^not fail to be interest- 
ing reading. 
IMoxico has no 
paper 
money and never has had. 
She has lit- 
tle gold inoney. 
The disadvantage of 
the silver standaird is that Mexican cur- 
rency is depreciated when it is used 
abroad either to pay the interest on the 
country's debt or to pay for foreign mer- 
chandise. 
"Out gold obligations and 
the price of loreign commodities are 
nearly duplicated." 
That would hap- 
pen to us if the United States were to 
adopt the siiver standard. On the other 
hand, Mr. ^Romero says, "The advanc 
tages we derive from the use of silver 
money are so. great that I think they 
fully compensate if they do not over- 
come its disadvantages." 


Under the steady silver regime Mr. 
Romero tell us Mexico has fewer busi- 
ness failures than other countries and 
internal commerce has greatly develop- 
ed. Only one Mexican railroad has gone 
into the hands of a receiver. 
Mexico is 
not aiflicted with what distresses all 
the other countries at present—the low 
price of agricultural products. 
Some of 
these products have indeed risen in val- 
ue. 
Furthermore, there is more stabil- 
ifty of prices, wages, rents, etc., than 
the gold countries have. 
Mexico has 
more ready money than other nations 
have, and manuf aaturing of many kinds 
is constantly and largely extending and 
increasing. 


Argentina 
has been making 
great 
strides in the shipment of live cattle to 
Great Britain. 
In 1891 22 live beeves 
were shipped from the South American 
republic to England. 
For the first five 
months of 1895 the number has been 
10,795, besides 124,531 sheep. An aver- 
age profit per head of certainly not more 
than 
is realized on the.se animals, 
owing to cost of frei^itand feed and at- 
tendance during the long voyage. It has 
been claimed by Americans that the 
South American beef is not fit to eat at 
all, but Argentina seems able to dispose 
of her cattle in England. 
Tho meat is 
not nearly so good as that from the 
United States. 
It is soft and 
flabby, 
which some butchers believe is owing 
to tho animals having been fed on al- 
falfa. 
But North American beef is fed 
on alfalfa too.

the Kensington district, ;md from which 
so many of Uncle Sam's new warsliips, 
and later the twin American liners St. 
Louis and St. Paul, besides hundreds of 
other commercial craft, have been turn- 
ed out, still bears his name, and today 
the William Cramp & Sons' Ship and 
Engine Building company is of as high 
repute among modem vessel construct- 
ors as was the founder of the entei-prise 
in his generation. 


There is just now, and naturally, a 
great deal of talk about the two liners 
built for the service of the company that 
owns the speedy Pai-is and New York, 
the only line of any consequence, by the 
way, whose sliips carry the flag of Uncle 
Sam right into the harbors of John Bull, 
his old time sea rival and present ma- 
rine leader. But, admirable in design and 
construction and complete in appoint- 
ments as these ships doubtless are, i t ' 
should not be forgotten that they are by 
no means the greatest constructive tri- 
umphs of the Cramp yai'ds. 
It is from 
this great establishment that some of 
the most notable American men-of-war 
have been put overboard, including the 
cruisers Baltimore, Philadelphia, New- 
ark, New York, Columbia and Minne- 
apolis, while the battleships Indiana, 
Massachusetts and Iowa and the armor- 
ed cruiser Brooklyn are now imdergo- 
ing construction there. 
Besides fully 
twoscore merchant ..xmstijQSrJUuLSc 
American ships have been built 
at 
Cramps', in addition to many steam 
yachts, and in the days when American 
clipper ships led the world the Cramps 
built not a few of those fleet winged 
vessels. 
During 
the 
civil war, too, 
Cramps' yards turned out a number of 
fighting 
boats, then quite up to the 
times, and in 1879-80 rebuilt four war- 
ships for the Russian government, in 
recognition whereof Mr. Charles Cramp, 
son of William and present head of the 
yards, was honored by the czar with 
the decoration known as the Civic Or- 
der of St. Ann, bestowed only upon per- 
sons who in some signal manner have 
served the Russian state. Besides it was 
at Cramps' that the first steam tug and 
the first triple expansion engine ever 
-constructed in America were built, and 
these, in their time, were achievements 


(lerstdiKi, it 1.S 'not sm'])risinfj: IhaT tlier(> 
wa.s lu'siiatioii. Asa Jiiatlfr cf cuLl fact, 
none but a practical shipbuildc^r can 
uuder-stuiid this, but soiiic notion may 
be fiained from the statcnicnr that it 
invoh t'd tin' discarding of almost every 
woodworking tool and machine in the 
entire eslablishment and the substitu- 
tion of tools and machines for the work- 
iiig of iron and .steel. 
The expense of 
such a .substitution must have been verj' 
great, 
even 
in 
comparatively 
small 
yards, hut in reality it was less inipor- 
t:iut i)erhaps tlian the necessary substi- 
tution of new skill for the old. Not only 
had tlie adz to be supplanted by the 
blacksmith's haiiiinev, the saw and the 
plane by the rolling mill and the hy- 
draulic pre.ss, and the sailmaker's needle 
by the engine builder's machinery, but 
trained iron workers had to displace 
trained woodworkers, unless the latter 
could learn the newly required craft. 
The inconvenience and occasionally ac- 
tual hardship suffered by the men were 
keen, though by the world at large little 
noted, as indeed are most sull'eriugs 
from 
readjustments due to 
improve- 
ments. 


It was 
originally the aim of 
the 
Cramps to produce every part of their 
ships upon their own premises, ;md for 
this reason they added the engine build- 
ing department and later the ordnimce 
shop, but it is not now po.ssible for them 
to make neai-ly everything they use. 
Most of the ships' frames, for instance, 
come to them ready rolled and cut and 
have only to be bent to form at Cramps'. 
The plates also come all cut, needing 
only to be shaped. 
The.se things it is 
considered more economical to buy per- 
haps, but there is one big purchase made 
of necessity for every steamer nowadays 
that the Cramps and probably every oth- 
er shipbuilder in America would gLadly 
make for liimseK if he could, and for 
the secret of making which he would be 
willing to pay right handsomelj-. Now- 
adays the shafts are forged hollow, be- 
cause hollow shafts are much stronger 
than solid ones, according to weight. 
But the ability to make these forgings

is possessed in America by the Bethle- 
hem Iron works only, and its managers 
-j-ptrrnhased the process, v/hich is unpat-, 
ented, for a cool $1,000,000 in England, 
'tis said, and propose to keep it a secret 
as long as possible. 


Notwithstanding the fact that hol- 
low shafts caimot be forged at Cramps' 
the yards and shbps there abound with 
wonders, such as the great floating der- 
rick that can lift the heaviest boiler ever 
made as easily as you can pick up an 
apple, the locomotive crane, the won- 
derful hydraulic apparatus of various 
sorts by which great masses of cold iron 
are easily and accm-ately bent and shap- 
ed. 
One of the most interesting opera- 
tions I have ever witnessed at Cramps' 
is the bending of the steel ribs of mod- 
ern ships. This work is done at what is 
known as "the furnace." 
The floor of 
this place is of iron, honeycombed with 
square holes. 
The ribs are sm-prisingly 
small and are either L bars, Z bars or 
that drew the attention of 
scientific 
channel bars of not more than an inch 


men and men of affairs generally. 


In all 290 vessels and more have been 
built at Cramps' during the 6>.< decades 
since William Cramp began so modest- 
ly, and all but 88 of these craft have 
been steam vessels. 
Today these yards 
are the best kno'svn on this side of the 
water, their ships are the fleetest ever 
built here, and.their capacity, so far as 
size of vessels goes, is as great as that 
of any yards in the world. These yards, 
then, are a proper establishment for 
Americans to be proud of in these days 
of the low ebb'of American shipbuild- 
ing interests. 


When the first keel was laid in 1830 
by William Cramp, there were 12 other 
shipbuilding establishments along the 
Philadelphia river front, his making the 
thirteenth. Today there are but two oth- 
er similar establisliments in Philadel- 
phia, and though they turn out excellent 
work they ai-e not to be compared in

extent with that of the Cramps'. In San 
Francisco and at various points along 
the Atlantic coast there are shipyards 
whose output is of excellent design and 
quality, but none has so thoroughly 
kept abreast of the times as those from 
which the St. Louis and St. Paul were 
launched. 
The lowering of the transat- 
lantic record by these boats, however, 
would undoubtedly be of great advan- 
tage to all American yards, for it could 
mean nothing less than a revival in 
American shipbuilding—not perhaps to 
its old time relative importance, but to 
a much higher position among tlie na- 
tion's industries than it now maintains. 
! 
Aside from the changed geJieral con- 
ditions that followed the gi'eat struggle 
of 1861-5, one of the most importimt 
factors in the disappeanmce of the other 
yards in Philadelphia and the general 
decline of the iudnstry this side of the 
Altantic was the ciKing(! of material 
from wood to iron, and later to steel, 
and the substituti(jn of steam for sails 
as the propelling pov.-f^r. 
To llie great 
changes in those thing's Cranips' yards 
were the iirst fully to adapt then:selves. 
Some of the ]M:iiii« yirds fin.if' V accpt- 
ed the situation duiy a year or two ago, 
and many other building establishments 
have been almost ecjually slc)%v. 
When 
the real sifinifiy^ncy^.i the chautre is un- 


in thickness and from 3 to 7 inches in 
dimensions, the channel bars of the lin- 
ers, the largest frames used, being only 
4 by 7 inches. 
Wooden patterns of ex- 
actly the shape to which the ribs are to 
be bent are funaished to the furnace 
foreman, ^^'ho chalks the shape upon the 
iron floor. Then iron pegs are put into 
the holes along the imier edge of the 
chalked pattern, the ribs ai-e heated a 
cherry red, and a dozen men with queer 
looking tools seize the slender looking 
bars and quickly bend them to the re- 
quired curves. 


It is fun, too, to watch the big elec- 
tric drill boring holes in a boiler shell 
for the rivets that are to hold the parts 
of the shell together in spite of the tre- 
mendous pi'essure now carried in the 
boilers of ocean going boats. 
The cut 
presented with this may fail to give an 
idea of the size of the machine, but it 
will be gathered perliaps from the rela- 
tive size of the men upon and near the 
di'ill in the pictmre and the statement 
that the drill standard is 18 or 20 feet 
high. 


The Cramp yards employ from 4,500 
to 6,000 men, and the weekly pay roll 
is about $60,000. 
If there beany who 
more than Charles H. Cramp himself are 
hoping for high speed from the St. Louis 
and St. Paul, it is these workmen.

B u t Many Ship Canals Are Projected, and 


Several Have tTust Been Completed—Im- 


portance of the Tiew Ciinadiau 
Canal 


Connecting: takps Superior an<I Huron. 


The present, they say, is the begin- 
ning of an era of canal building. 
Tho 
era of raih-oad building on a hu'ge scale 
is at an end. 
True, tluire will bo many 
mih\s of i"le;-tric milroad built, but they 
will not b(> trunk railroads—only short 
lines in th(i cities or comiecting town.s. 
Tluu-e are trmik lines enough now, they 
add, and although we are sooner or later 
to have through lines of electric railway 
this will be brought about simply by 
changing the motive power of the steam 
roads we have to electricity. 


All this may be true, and, if surface 
indications be trusted, it is true. Today 
not one through line of steam raih'oad 
is being built in all tho United States, 
tho limd of wholesale railroad building. 
Only one import:iut new road even is 
projected. 
It is known as the San Joa- 
quin valley line and is to compete with 
the existing Pacific roads between Salt 
Lake City and San Franci.sco, if ever it 
be built. 
But there is a hitch of some 
sort. Contractors who are to bid do not 
seem able to got tlieir bids in, and 
mouths have pas.sed since the date orig- 
inally set for the actual beginning of 
tho work. 


In the meantime the canal builders 
are at their work. 
Very recently three 
great waterways have 
been formally 
opened for traffic, ono in Europe and

two in America, men and machines are 
working like mad at anotiier, aLso in 
America—tho Chicago "sanitary" ca- 
nal—and there is serious talk of reviv- 
ing both the Nicaragua and the Panama 
enterprises, wliile of other canal projects 
there are at least a round dozen here 
and there in which timid capital seems 
preparing to make invefetment. 


Of the three ca^^.als lately opened only 
Germany's Balti ; canal is of considera- 
ble length, but both of tho American 
canals are great as regard.s probable ton- 
nage. 
One of them connects the Hud- 
son river with Long Island sound at 
iSCew York, better known as tlie Harlem 
ship canal, and the other joins Lakes 
Superior and Huron at the "soo," or 
Sault Ste. Marie.' This is a Canadian 
enterprise and will compete with the 
American " s o o " canal, which it paral- 
lels. 


Of these two the canal at New York 
will pass a vastly greater volume of 
commerce than the Canadian ditch, but 
in some respects it is not o£ nearly as 
great 
importance. 
Like tne Harlem 
ditch, the Canadian canal is .short, be- 
ing only 3,500 feet across the laud, and 
including the dredged approaches under 
water, but 18,100 feet, or less than 
mile.s. But the Canadian canal is 21 feet 
deep, much deeper than the Harlem, 
and besides it is the one link that has 
hitherto been lacking in the chain of 
possible continuous 
navigation under 
tlie British flag of the^-eat lakes from 
the liead of Lake Superior to the At- 
lantic ocean. This water route from the 
heart of North America is 2,384 miles 
long, and is the longest fresh water route 
for vessels of considerable draft on earth. 
The United States has nothing to com- 
pare with it, the lakes being quite in- 
accessible to any bottom of gi-eater di-af t 
tlian that of a canalboat that has touch- 
ed salt water. 


The cost of the Canadian " s o o " canal 
has been about $4,000,000, and this sum 
is out of all proportion to its commercial 
importance, since the total of the com- 
merce carried through 
the American 
"soo" in Canadian bottoms in 1894 was 
but about 3 
per cent of the total traffic, 
leaving Qtj^o 
cent to be credited to 
American 
boats. 
But 
there 
were 
weightier than commercial reasons for 
the digging of the new ditch. 
Tho iix-st 
of these became a fact during the Riel 
rebellion, when the United States au- 
thorities refused to allow Sir Garnet 
Wolseley to take British troops tln-ough 
the American canal around the rapids. 
The trouble was got over, however, by 
unloading on the Canadian side below 
the rapids, transporting men and muni- 
tions aroimd the "soo" and then relad- 
ing on the boats, which meanwhile had 
been allowed to pass empty through the 
channeL 
The second reason became a 
fact three years ago during the Welland 
cimal excitement, when discrimination 
was made against American boats pass- 
ing through that artificial waterway. 
Uncle Sam then retaliated by ditferenti- 
atiug against Canadian boats at 
tho 
".soo," and thus brought about a ce.ssa- 
tion of hostilities for tlie time being. 


Work on the Canadian canal was be- 
gun in lSb9, and was practically linish- 
ed List November. 
The lock is the lar- 
gest in tlie world with one exception, 
tliat beiiig tlie lock now ])uil(l!ug fur tho 
American cimal around the ".^oo. " Tlie 
dimensions of the Canaflian lock are: 
Lengtli, 900 feet; width, 00 teet; depth 
over sills, 20 feet 3 inche.s. The masonry 
walls are 1,100 feet long, and they are 
29 feet thick at the bottom and 11 at the 
top. In construction as well as size this 
lock is inferior to the American lock. 


There are fom- sets of lock gates, and 
these gates are operated by electricity 
generated by turbine wheels for tlie op- 
eration, of which there is plenty at hand, 
of course. 
So far as known, this is the 
only case in which canal locks are work- 
ed by electricity.

The Phelps memorial will be an at-

in the front row of the campus, its par- 
apets towering to an elevation of 100 
feet. 
It is designed as a tower, flanked 
by four octagonal turrets. There will be 
a lofty arch, lO feet wide imd forming 
the gateway, opening from College street 
into the campus. 
The style of architec- 
ture is Icnown as tho collegiate Gothic. 
Tho exterior of the handsome structure 
will be faced with sandstone from the 
Long Meadow quarries, similar to that 
used in Vanderbilt hall. 


The memorial will occupy the space 
between Welch 
and Lawrence halls. 
Above the first flour will be four stories, 
containing 14 classrooms, and also rooms 
for the Classical club of Yale. 
It will 
cost $150,000. 


Among the recent notable structures 
which adorn the Yale campus are Van- 
derbilt hall, the testimonial of the mu- 
nificence of Mr. imd Mrs. 
Cornelius 
Vanderbilt; the new White building and 
the new Yale Law .school building. 
The 
latter as it now stands is but a part of 
the structure as designed by the archi- 
tects. The part already finished will be 
used imtil sufficient funds have been 
collected to complete it. 


Another structure in process of erec - 
tion is the building of the Delta Phi se- 
cret society, to be known as St. Elmo 
clubhouse. 
It will be built of New Ha- 
ven stone and buff colored brick and 
Will cost 125,000. 


BOSTON IS THEIR 
MECCA. 


Yonng Universalists to Hold a 
National 
Convention at the Hub. 


Boston appears this year to be the 
Mecca of youug Christians. Besides the 
meeting of the Young People's Societies 
of Christian Endeavor, there will be 
held in that city the national convention 
of the Young Universalist Christian un- 
ion. This latter convocation will bo held 
on July 10 to 14 inclusive and will be 
a largely attended and representative 
gathering of young people of the Uni- 
versalist faith. 


The union's first national convention 
was held at Lynn in October, 1889, 
when 140 delegates were present, repre- 
senting 13 states and about 50 local 
unions. There are now 238 local unions 
in 24 states, with an aggregate member- 
Bhip of about 15,000 energetic yoimg 
Christians. 
The work of these subordi-

nate societies seems to have been prose- 
cuted vigorously, meeting the varied 
needs and conditions of the different lo- 
calities. The union has earned on exten- 
sive 
missionary labors in the south, 
among both white and colored people, 
and has 
accomplisiied

Among the fruits of its labors have been 
the building and maintenance 
of 
a 
church at Hamman, Tenn. 


The president of the union is the Rev. 
E. J. Felt, who is also chairman of the 
executive committee. 
He is a native of 
Ohio and is 30 yeai's of age. 
Rev. Mr. 
Felt was a graduate of Buchtel college 
of Akron, O., and was for a time on the 
editorial staff of the Akron Paily Bea- 
con. 
Later he entered Tuft's Divinity 
school and studied for the ministry. 
Following his ordination he was pastor 
of a Universalist church at Gardner, 
Mass., and afterwai-d became pastor of 
a chm-ch at Norwalk, O. He was paator 
of the latter church when elected presi- 
dent of the union. He recently received 
a call to the pastorate of a church at Ta- 
;oma, where he now resides.

County, Va., July 1.—Thirty-two years 
Jiave 
rolled rapidly away since this 
(iuaint old mansion was the focus of a 
nation's painful interest and the center 
of a most curiously .shaped battlefield, 
but the landscape is unchanged. " I n no 
otlier part of Virginia that I know," 
says Mr. Vespasian Chancellor, " i s the 
situation so exactly like it was in war 
times." 
There is still the same dense 
forest stretching two miles eastward, 
and beyond it forest and field in alter- 
nating narrow strips to and beyond Sa- 
lem church. 
The same wide and open 
plantation extends to the south and half 
a mile to the west and b(yond that the 
forest of pines where Stonewall Jack- 
son got his death. Beyond that are Wil- 
derness church, the Dowdall House and 
Hawkins' farm, all celebrated in the 
alleged histories of tho battle—alleged, 
I say, for I think I can prove to any jury 
of soldiers that no real history of Chan- 
cellorsville has ever been ^v^itten. 


A Famous House. 


On the upper porch of this building 
sat General Hooker when that alleged 
"splinter" di.sabled him, and though 
the house has beeu very extensively re- 
paired the east end still shows shell 
marks and other signs of battle. Nearly 
all the trees of 1803 ;u:e gone, but here 
and there one holds a massive shot, the 
timber having grown over the wound 
in stich a way as to make it look as if a 
very narrow wedge o f metal had been 
driven in two or three inches below the 
bark. 


At this Hawkins hoiise I struck the 
pathos and humor of the campaign. 
I 
was directed to it as "the house of the

five old maids." Old they may be, but 
pleasant and vivacious they certainly 
are. 
In tho Hawkins house on that 2d 
of May were the five daughters and frag 
ments of other families, in all 24 wom- 
en and girls and one boy, M. S. Sanford, 
now living in Fredericksburg. 


" I cannot compai-e it to anything but 
a sudden rush of an awful wind," said 
the oldest sister. 
" T h e men were all 
scattered about, up and down, asleep 
and playing cards and cooking, and they 
had dead cattle all about which they 
were skinning and cutting up. The gen- 
eral's dinuer was in the kettles boiling, 
and he and his staff had taken off their 
pistols and swords and were enjoying 
themselves generally. 
Many people say 
there was a great deal of whisky used, 
but I do not know about that. They cer- 
tainly didn't expect to fight that even- 
ing (in the south evening is afternoon). 
It came all of a sudden, pop, pop, pop- 
ping, and then some wild deer dashed 
out of the woods. 
I took notice that 
some of the men sort o' looked up, but 
did not seem much disturbed. 
Then 
right over that ridge and down this wf-y 
came a solid line of gray. Thousands of 
guns went off, and the Yankees fell in 
every direction. 
Well, you may judge 
when I tell you there were 60 dead oa 
these two little lots. 
My little sister 
screamed and started to rtm toward the 
church, but I caught her and dragged 
her back, and she owes her life to me, 
for no one could have lived five minutes 
in the road she was on." 
The "little 
sister" looked as if she might be 35 and 
weigh 150, but she smiled a grateful 
acknowledgment.

"Now, if it had been any little thing 
like a poison snake or a mad dog, it 
would have scared me ch-eadfully, but 
this was too awful to get scai-ed about.

Their only brother, Mr. Alex Haw- 
kins, was at home on a furlough and at- 
tempted to escape when tho Yankees 
came in, but was captured and held.

prise than his sisters, and, like a true 
soldier, took his experience more humor- 
ously.

The whole region is full of interest, 
but it is a painful interest indeed, and 
the monuineiit to Stonewall Jackson is 
the center a'ike to Yaukee and .southern. 
It was there, on the night of May 2, 
iSGo, that the power of tlie Southern 
Confederacy readied high water mark, 
and not at Gettysburg. Too many writ- 
ers liave ov( riooked the fact tliat while 
the Coufedevates were apparently gain- 
ing in the east they were everywhere 
else losing rapidly during that May and 
June. 
Soon after the war the citizens 
brought an iiiiiiiense and singular look- 
ing block of white flint conglomerate 
weighing four tons imd placed it on the 
spot where it was believed that Jackson 
felL 
By it is the monument, a simple 
column of undressed grauite blocks, each 
some 14 inehes thick, restiug on a ped- 
estal 18 inches thick and that in turn 
on a broader base. It is remarkably im- 
pressive in Its ma.ssive and rugged gran- 
deur, typical indeed of the hero. 


As to the Federal commander, I pre- 
sume all reading Americans have long 
since made up their minds that Chan- 
cellorsville was with one exception the 
worst managed of all our great battles 
and resulted in the most disgraceful de- 
feat and retreat. 
The reason is in one 
word—overconfidence. Hooker possessed 
the fatal faculty of inspiring his corps 
commanders with his o^vn feeling, and 
though the full particulars as to the 
Eleventh corps have not yet been pub- 
lished in any popular history it is to be 
hoped that our children will learn the 
truth about the Army of the Potomac. 
The one exception noted above was Cold 
Harbor. 
Many would say Fredericks- 
burg, but I do not regai'd that as realiy 
a battle. 
To constitute a battle there 
must 
be 
some equality of 
chances. 
Wholesale murder and massacre are not 
war. 
Fredcricksburg was 
simply the 
tossing of 10,000 men into a bottomless 
pit with the hope of filling it.

Mother Stewart Is an Honored Veteran

work of 
neai-ly 20 years ago, when 
through her efforts the British Woman's 
Temperance imion was organized, had 
not been forgotten, and the reception ac- 
corded her when she spoke at the City 
Temple amounted to an ovation. 


IVIrs. Stewart is a native of Ohio and 
was born at Piketon April 25, 1816. 
She was left an orphan at 12 and thro^vn 
upon her own resources. 
Early she de- 
veloped 
those sterling 
characteristics 
which made her so useful in educational 
and reform work. She was educated at 
Mai'ietta seminary and adopted teaching 
as a profession, attaining a representa- 
tive standing among the educators of 
the state. 


She has been twice married, the sec- 
ond time to Hiram Stewart, who was a 
stanch advocate 
of 
the 
temperance 
principles she advocated and greatly as- 
sisted her in the work. She had no chil- 
dren of her own, but took to her moth- 
erly heart tho two sous of her second 
husband, conscientiously devoting her- 
self to their education and moral devel- 
opment. The hu.sband and sons went to 
the front when the war came, and later, 
impelled by a strong sense of duty, she 
also went to the scene of action and ten- 
derly cared for the sick and wounded 
soldiers. 
It was these loving ministra- 
tions that earned for her the title of 
"Mother Stewart," by which she always 
loves to be called. 


In 1872 Mrs. Stewart made a stirring 
address before the first mass meeting in 
Springfield, O., inaugurating the tem- 
p(^ran'-e crusade, tlie influence of which 
has become felt throughout the length 
:md breadth of tlie liuid. 
About that 
time several 
suits were 
successfully 
brought against liquor sellers by the 
wives of drrmkai-ds under the Adair 
civil damage law, and in a number of 
these cases Mrs. Stewart assisted the 
prosecuting attorney, making vigorous 
and ett'txitivo appeals to the jttries. 


Mother Stewart's effective work in 
her own locality soon attracted wide at- 
tention, imd she was in great demand as 
a temperance 
lecturer 
and organizer 
throughout the country. 
Her beneficent 
and effective temperance work has cov- 
ered a wide range of activity, including 
¡he writing of book.s, periodicals and 
•iowspaper 
ai'ticks. 
Her 
books 
are 
"Memorie-s i f the Crusade" and " T h e 
Crusader In Great Britain.''

A CURIOUS CUSTOM STILL PRACTICED 
IN EUROPE. 


Ile4rts That Are Buried In Westminster 
Abbey—Heart Burial of tiie Poets Byrou 
and Shelley—Disappearance of the Heart 
of Gambetta. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


London, June 24.—A cxirious and re- 
iMfarkable custom of 
mediajval times 
which has survived iu certain countries 
of* Europe down to the present day is 
that of burying or preserving separately 
in urns the heiirts of imperial and royal 
•personages. Probably this strimgo prac- 
tice originated fi-om a sup-erne regard 
for the heart as being the seat of life 
aud the supposed somx:e of love and af- 
fection. In Vi'eÄtminster abbey are buried 
the hearts of Queen Elizabeth, of Prince 
Henry ^f Wales, son of James I ; of 
• Q u e e n Mary, of Charles II, William imd 
Hary, George, prince of Denmark, and 
' ^ e e n Anne. 
In St. Nicholas' chapel, 
Westminster, vras enslirined the heart 
oi Esme Stuart, duke of 
Richmond, 
where a monument is still to be seen 
with the fact inscribed upon it. 
The 
Jh^rt of Edward Lord Bruce was incased 
ill a silver case and deposited in the ab- 
b ^ church of Culross, near the family 
seat 


Many instances of heart burial are to 
be found in the old cathedrals of Eu- 
rope, and in many an ancient family 
m u l t are yot to be seen receptacles of 
handsomely cJiased gold and silver con- 
taining the e:i:balmed hearts of great 
lords and ladies who lived in the four- 
teenth and fifteenth centuries. 


Among the early instances of heart 
bequests m^y be mentioned 
that 
of 
Edward I, who, on his deathbed, ex- 
pressed a wish that his heart might 
be sent to 
Palestine, an 
injunction 
whidi 
was 
not 
followed. 
Robert 
Bruce, king of Scotland, the avowed 
foe of Edward I, also directed that his 
heart should be buried in the Holy Land, 
a desirè, however, which was not fulfill- 
' ed, for his h e ^ t was eventually interred 
.^b^èàth the high altar in Melrose abbey. 
In £arly Times. 


' \ From early times .heart burial has pre- 
vailed to a large extent on Üie conti- 
itràtt Thus thè heart of Philip, king of 
Kavarre, was buried in the Jacobins' 
chtirch, Paris, and that of Philip, king 
.. irf France, at the convent of the Carthu- 
« i ^ s at Bourgfontaines in Valois, 
The 
liìBiErt of Henri H, king of Prance, was 
«iMirined in an n m of gilt bronze in 
tfie "Celestins," Paris; that of Henri 
' ^ • . m w a s inclosed in a small tomb, and 
Henri IV's heart was buried in thè col- 
l i ^ of the Jesuits at La Pleche. 


'"^Heart burial, again, was practiced at 
t & deaths of Louis EX, XU, XTTT and 
iUV, and in the last instance was the 
-cccaaon of an imposing ceremony. The 
heart of this great monarch was carried' 
to the convcat of the Jesuits. A proces- 
siOQ was arrr;aged by Cardinal de Ho- 
iam. Surrounded by flaming torches and 
.escorted by a company of the Royal 
gàards, the heart arrived at the convent, 
where it was received by the rector, who 
^ ^ o t m c e d over it an eloquent and 
striking discoursa 
Thè heart of Marie 
de Medicis, who built the magnificent 
.palace of Luxembourg, was interred at 
the Church of the Jesuits, in Paris, and 
Òiàt of Maria Theresa, wife of Louis 
XIV, was deposited in a silver case in 
tìiè mcmasteiy of the Val de Graca The 
lK)dy of Gr.stavus Adolphus, the illus- 
tifious monarch .who fell on the field of 
Lützen, was embalmed and his heart re- 
ceived sepulture at Stockholm, and, as 
is Well known, the heart of Cardinal 
! Mazarin was, by his own desire, sent to 
the Church of the Theatins. 
Anne of 
•Ä^tria, mother of Louis XIV, directed 
ili her will that her body should be bur- 
ied at St. Denis, near to her husband, 
"of glorious iaemdry, but her heart she 
bequeathed t o the Vài de Grace, and she 
ftirther deerced that it should be drawn 
ciit through her Bide mthout making 
' any other opening than was absolutely 
neces^ry. 


' In modem tiraés an interesting case 
of heart tur lai was that of Lord Byron, 
whose heart wr,s inclosed in a silver urn 
' anc(f placed at Newstead abbey in the 
femily vault. 
Another was that of the 
poet Shelley, whose body, according to 
; Italian 
custom iifter drowning, was 
burned to ashes. 
But the heart would 
not consume, and so was deposited in 
the English buryiiig ground at Rome. 


A Kemarkable Ceremony. 


One of the latest instances of heart 
burial took place at Munich in the 
month of September four years àgo, 
when Queen Marie of Bavaria's heart 
was embalmed and carried in great 
pomp and ceremony to Alt-Otting to be 
pr^rerved in the beautiful chapel of that 
place. 


The dean, bearing the queen's heart, 
rode in a state carriage and six, which 
• proceeded at a foot pace till the parish 
chur<|b, an edifice of great antiquity and 
much architectural beauty, was reached. 


On alighting the dean was received by 
the bishop of the diocese, the abbot of 
the . monastic order intrusted with the 
guardianship of the Lady chapel and the 
clergy of the parish. 
After having in- 
censed the urn the bishop and the at- 
tendant priests marched, while the or- 
gan was pealing forth the moving strains 
of Chopin's funeral anthem, up the aisle 
to the high altar, the dean following 
with the heart under a purple and gold 
baldaquin, borne by the leading citizens 
of Alt-Otting, who have possessed the 
privilege of performing that duty from 
time immemorial. On reaching the altar 
the n m was placed on the " Castrum do- 
lorosis," and the grand officers of the 
royal household. General Count Pappen- 
heim and Count Durckheim Montmorin 
at their head, took up their places in a 
sexMcircle around the catafalque. Stand- 
ing oeside the "Castrum dolorosis, " the 
dean delivered over her urn to the bish- 


• op with the following touching words : 


"My lord bishop, we are commission- 
ed by his royal higlmess, the prince re- 
gent, to deliver into your safe keeping 
the heart of her late majesty Queen 


Marie of Bavaria, in order that in ac- 
cordance with the traditions of the sov- 
ereign house of Bavaria it may find its 
last resting place before the high altar 
in the chapel of Our Lady of Alt-Ot- 
ting, beside the heai-ts of her husband, 
King Maximilian II, and of her son, 
King Louis II. Your lord.ship knew the 
heart when it was still alive aud w^ere 
acquainted with the SOITOWS and the suf- 
ferings which it was called upon to un- 
dergo. 
But your lord.ship cim also bear 
witness to the patience with which it 
endured all its trial, to the deep piety 
and faith which so distinguished it, 
and, above all, to the great love which 
it bore for the Bavarian coantry aud 
people. 
It has been a noblo aud pious 
heart, this lieart of onr never to be for- 
gotten Queen Marie. 
The rest which 
was denied to this heart in life it will 
find in the holy cbapel of Our Lady 
here, and may in the other world that 
sorely tried heart be granted, through 
grace of the Mother of Mercies, the ever- 
lasting i)eace of God. ' '

heart was contained represented a value 
of some $-100. It may therefore have 
been purloined for the sake of the metal, 
and Gambetta's lieart may have been 
thrown away, possibly into the waters 
of the bay of Marseilles.

INSTRUMENTS OF DESTRUCTION. 


Combiuation 
of 
tlio 
Maxim 
Gun 
aud 
Smokeless Powder For Warfare. 


[Spicial Correspondence.] 


Washixotox, July 1.—Uncle Sam is 
investigating machine gims just now 
with the notion of supplying his little 
army with something more efficient aud 
up to date iu that line than it now pos- 
sesses, and the chances seem to favor 
the adoption of the almost fiendish gun 
invented by Hiram Maxim and called 
after him the Maxim gun. Although he 
is an Americim by birth and although 
he offered his weapon to the United 
States before tiiking it elsewhere, some 
dozen years ago, Uncle Sam would have 
none of it then, being quite satisfied at 
the time with the Gatling gun, also an 
American 
invention. 
Hiram 
Maxim 
was greatly disheartened by his failure 
to interest his own government in his 
gun and sailed away with it to Eng- 
land, where John Bull snapped it up in 
short order. 


It was not many years before the Eng- 
lish had a chance to use their new ac- 
quisition with great effect. In the Zulu 
war its execution was of the most dead- 
ly sort, on one occasion nearly 500 Zu- 
lus being killed by bullets from one 
Maxim gun in the com-se of a very few 
minutes^as was foxmd by counting their 
bodies after the close of the engage- 
ment. 
Within a radius of 900 feet the 
bodies of 489 dusky warriors were found 
when the smoke had cleared away, and 
those of the savages who were left had 
fled before the murderous little machine. 
Considering that many must have been 
hit who were not killed and who had 
strength enough left to take themselves 
away, it is probably fair to assume that 
a full 1,000 were struck. 


That was before the Maxim gun was 
anywhere near so effective as it is now, 
for it could then fire but ten shots a sec- 
ond, or 60 a minute. Now it can throw 
100 bullets every second, or 600 a min- 
ute. 
This sounds like an incredible 
story, but it is vouched for on the most 
unimpeacheble authority. So fast indeed 
will this grm pump lead that it is al- 
most impossible for the operator to main- 
tain suificient control over it to fire one 
single shot. A pressure upon its trigger 
as long continued as that required to fire 
an ordinary rifle would be sufficient to 
discharge a dozen shots or mora 
There 
are but one or two men living who are 
expert and quick enough to remove the 
pressure in time to save discharging at 
least five or six shots, and they have 
given a great deal of time to the study 
of the machine. 


Gatling's gun was invented in 1861 
and was received with considerable sus- 
picion, which was dispelled only after 
successful work in the field. During the 
Franco-Prussian war the French used a 
machine gtm which they called the mi- 
trailleuse. It was modeled in a general 
way on the Gatling weapon, but neither 
of these was as effective by a great deal 
as Hiram Maxim's invention. 


Lately this gun has been having fresh 
tests at 
the 
United 
States 
proving 
grounds at Sandy Hook, where its exe- 
cution has excited the most enthusiastic 
admiration. 
The broad principle upon 
which the Maxim gun works is that of 
utilizing some of the force of each ex- 
plosion, developed in the form of recoil, 
to reload almost instantly after each dis- 
charge. Besides loading the mechanism 
is so constructed that it will throw out 
the empty shell after each shot. 
There 
is also a scheme for keeping the gun 
cool by deluging the outside of the fir- 
ing chamber with water, what is ^ o w n 
as the water jacket being provided for 
that purpose. 


No doubt the combination of Maxim 
gun and smokeless powder is the most 
effective combination in infantry war- 
fare today. 
If now a powder shall be 
made which shall explode without noise 
as well as without smoke, the problem 
of bringing about peace by reason of ab- 
solute certainty that nearly every one of 
those who go to war will be killed will 
be almost surely solved.

1,2. While we now turn hack from the 
lift; Hiul work of tlu- Lord .lesus, as rfvoalcd 
to us in tlie jiospt'ls, to the story of the 
Lord's dealings with Israel on the way to 
the promised laiul, we are learnhi« of the 
same Lord whose Koings forth have been 
from of old, from the days of eteniity (Mic. 
v, 3, niargiu). It was not because of auy 
worthiness in them, but only because of 
His own faithfulness and Ills promise to 
Abraham that He brought them out of 
Egypt (Dent, vii, 7, S; Gen. xv, 13. 14). It 
WH3 now the third month since they had 
been redeemed from the bondage of Kgypt. 
They iiad come to Monnt Sinai, and the 
Lord had otVered t o make tliem a pecuiiaf 
treasure unto Himself above all people, a 
kingdom of priests, a boly nation, if only 
they would obey llis voice. 
This they 
reatlily promised to do, and 
now we 
see them gathered about Mount Sinai, 
the mountain quaking greatly and cov- 
ered with lire and smoke, out of the 
midst of which God speaks the words of 
our lesson to tlie people. See chapter xix 
and Deut. v, 4, 'JrJ, 24, 26. It was a day, iu 
this respect, unlike auy before or since in 
the history of this world. He first reminds 
them that their redemption from Egypt 
was wholly His doing without any help of 
theirs, for "salvation is of the Lord" (Jonnh 
ii, 9), and He never asks an unredeemed 
soul to keep His commaudinents. The only 
command to the unsaved is to believe on 
the Lord Jesus Christ (I John iii, 2S- Acts 
xvi, 31), then when Christ has become to 
them the end of the law for rigliteousness 
He will fulfill in them the x-ighteousness of 
the law, enabling them to walk not after 
the flesh, but after the spirit (Rom. x, 4; 
viii, 4). 


3. Since they were redeemed by the only 
living and true God, to make Him a name 
on the earth in the sight of all nations 
(II Sam. vii, 23; Isa. Ixiii, 13, 14), therefore 
they were forbidden to have aught to do iu 
auy way with the gods of the nations, 
idols of wood and stone, the work of men's 
hands (II Kings xvii, 36, 37; Jer. x, 10,11). 
We who have been redeemed from the curse 
of the law by the work of our Substitute 
(GaL iii, 13) are to have no idols between 
our soul and God, but make it manifest 
that we worship only Him. 


4-6. Because they .saw no similitude on 
the day that God spoke to them out of the 
midst of the lire, therefore they were to use 
no images nor likeness of anything in their 
worship of God. God is seven times called 
a jealous God. The other six pltices are 
Ex. xxxiv, 14; Deut. iv, 34; v, 9; vi, 15; 
Joshua xxiv, 19;, Nah. i, 3. 
The word 
translated jealous also means to buy, pur- 
chase or redeem. We are redeemed to be a 
people for his own possession (Titus ii, 14, R. 
V.) and He wants us all for Himself. 


7. The name above every name must be 
ever hallowed as Jesus taught us to pray 
(Math, vi, 9). Not only is all kind of .so 
called profanity forbidden, but as the najne 
stands for the character (Ex. xxxiv, 5-7) 
all that would in any way belittle the char- 
acter of God mitst be carefully avoided. 
We are here to honor Him in every way and 
magnify His name. 


8-11. The Sabbath was made for man, 
and the Son of Man is Lord of the Sabbath 
(Mark ii, 27, 28). If, then. He is my Lord, 
the Sabbath is specially mine that on it I 
may have special communion with Him. In 
Isa. Iviii, 13,14, we are taught that we are to 
honor Him, not doing our own ways, nor 
finding our own pleasure, nor speaking our 
own words, and that thus we shall delight 
ourselves iu the Lord. Iu Col. ii, 16,17, we 
read that even the Sabbath is a shadow of 
things to come, perhaps referring to the 
keeping of a Sabbath that remains for the 
people of God (Heb. iv, 9) but which we can 
foretaste even here (Heb. iv, 10). 


12. The first four commaudments, ordi- 
narily known as the first table of the law, 
are summed up by our Lord Jesus iu Mark 
xii, 30, 31 (quoting from Deut. vi, 5and Jer. 
xix, 18) as loving God with all the heart, 
and the last six as loving our nei^jhbor as 
ourselves. 
Or as it is in Rom. xiii, 10, 
"Love is the fulfilling of the law." This 
fifth command is spoken of in Eph. vi, 2, as 
'"The first commandment with promise." 
Next to God we are to honor our parents, 
and a curse is pronounced upon such as do 
otherwise (Deut. xxvii, 16; Prov. 30,17). 


13. "Thou shalt not kill." In our Lord's 
commentary on this iu Math, v, 21, 22, He 
teaches that anger lies at the root of mur- 
der, aud in John iii, 15, it is written that 
"he that hdteth his brother is a murderer," 
referring back to the story of Cain aud 
Abel. Not only are we forbidden to "hate 
any one, but we are forbidden to speak evil 
or even imagine evil against another 
(James iv, 11; Zech. vii, 10; viii, 17). 


14. "Thou shalt not commit adultery." 
That this command reaches not only to the 
sinful act, but is broken by even a sinful 
thought, is clear from our Lord's comment 
upon it in Math, v, 27, 28. Another aspect 
of it is found in Jas. iv, 4, Avhere we are told 
that to love or be a friend of the world 
that hates God is in His sight a form of 
adultery. Let us pray: 


Wash, Lord, and purify my heart, 
And make it clean in every part, 
And when 'tis clean. Lord keep it, too, 
For that is more than I can do. 


15. "Thou shalt not steal." Many would 
scorn to take what does not belong to them, 
as between man and man, who possibly 
might have to plead guilty when searched 
by the question, "Will a man rob God?" In- 
asmuch as our relation to God is the first 
question, let the believer ask himself, Am 1 
robbing God of any portion of my being or 
my time or my money? He claims our body 
as His property (Rom. xii, 1, 2; I Cor. vi, 19, 
20), and at least a seventh of our time and a 
tenth of our income. 


16. "Thou shalt not bear false witness 
against thy neighbor." Some love lying 
rather- than righteousness (Ps. Iii, 3), but 
such are finally found without the city 
(Rev. xxii, 15). "He that worketh deceit 
shall not dwell within my house; he that 
telleth lies shall not tarry in my sight" (Ps. 
ci, 7). God is a God of Truth—the Spirit 
is a Spirit of Truth, and Jesus is the Truth 
(Isa. Ixv, 16; John xvi, 13; xiv, 0). When they 
have full control of us, we will bear no 
false witness. 


17. "Thou shalt not covet." We might 
infer from Rom. vii, 7, in connection with 
Phil, iii, 6, that Paul fancied that he had 
kept the law pretty thoroughly except on 
this one point, but he learned, as James 
also did, that to keep the whole law aud 
offend only on one point pjakes one guilty 
of. all (Jas. ii, 10; Rom. vii, 18). 
"Guilty" 
is the word for every one (Rom. iii, 19, 30). 
Some one has well said, "To do what the 
law requires I must have life, and to be 
(vhat the law requires I nmst have right- 
iousness, but by nature I have neither and 
im therefore cursed." 
W^hen I receive 
Christ,'He becomes my life aud righteous- 
ness aud will fulfil the law in me. 


It is a pity Aubrey Beardsley is com 
ing to this countzy. Ko doubt some wo- 
men will go down and worship him, as 
they did Paderewski. 
A manly man 
feels that the poorest compliment that 
can be paid him is for silly women to 
evolve out of the depths of their con- 
sciousness a craze over him. But Beai-ds- 
ley is responsible for something more 
serious than 
arousing a foolish fad 
among the brainless of both sexes. He it 
is who has canned newspaper and mag- 
azine illustration back to the stage of 
pictm'es made by the red Indians when 
America was discovered. 
A few hard 
lines, a confusing muddle of things re- 
sembling the track of some prehistoric 
bu'd or beast monster, aud there you 
have the Aubrey Beardsley school of il- 
lustration. It is seen in some of the large 
cartoons of American newspapers,moro's 
the pity. It has changed the soft, pleas- 
ant shading of the perspective of even 
steel aud photogimnire pictures to hard, 
staring painful lines, with drawing dis- 
torted imd crazy. Compared to this stylo 
of art the pictures on a Japanese fan are 
gems of perfection iu finish and sym- 
metry.

PRESSES.

NEW YOUK, .Inly 1.—'J'lie reader who 
is iiiteresteil in tlui firowtixof mechanic- 
al .science as applied tu the production 
of newspapc'rs will ilerive aiuusenient, 
if not instruetiuii, from a peru.salof tho 
fullowiu^ extract from tiio colimitis (tf 
the iNew York llnald. It is a verbatim 
en]iy III' one ot" 'the editorial artieli'S in 
that new.spaper published on Oct. 1(5, 
1850 : 


"Wo ob.serve that one of our cotempo- 
raries, having a rare genius for puffing, 
declares that ho is about to set up a 
printing uiachine which will iniut 25,- 
000 sheet.s an hour. 
At this rate it 
would issue uluio.st -117 .sheets iu a min- 
uto, or nearly ei^ht sheets in a second. 
Ho states that this nuichine is to bo 
made by Mr. Hoe. 
We think this is a 
mistakti. It must be Barnuni, the invent- 
or of Joyce Heth and the niernuiid, or 
Beach, the author of the Plaintield aud 
Lehigh banks. 
No other men could 
make a machine to upset a great phys- 
ical inipü.s.sibility and print eiglit sheets 
in a second. Mr. Htte is a practical luan 
and knows, both in theorj- aud practice, 
how much tiiue luu.st be consumed in 
the travel of a cylinder to make a good 
impression. 
The highest rate of issue 
yet attained is about 10,000 sheets an 
hour, and our pre.sent nuichines reach 
that point. The ultimatum never can bo 
beyond 12,000 or 14,000 sheets iu GO 
minutes, or 230 in a second of time. " 


[This is numife.stly intended to read 
" a minuto of time," but the mistake is 
The Herald's. ] 


"Wo are going to have," contimres 
the ai-ticle, "an additional fast machino 
to keep paco with other important im- 
provements in our establishment, but it 
is not to bo manufactured or puffed by 
Barnum or Beach or any of their imita- 
tors. It will come fresh from the mind 
and hand of Hoe & Co., who deal in no 
false theories, but milke just about the 
most perfect and powerful printing—not 
pufiing—machinery this 
sido of 
the 
stars. So much for fact, instead of fan- 
cy. " 


The present head of the great Hoe firm 
and the principal owner of the business 
' is Mr. Robert Hoe, the grandson of the 
Robert Hoe who foimded it. 
Ho was 
vastly amused when the old copy of The 
Herald was shown to him and said im- 
mediately: "The Mr. Beach spoken of 
was, of course, Moses Y. Beach of the 
New York Sun, and it is true that the 
press which he 
announced 
as being 
about to be built was never constructed. 
It got as far as a drawing on paper of 
the ideas which Mr. Beach had con- 
ceived, and which he thought would 
prove practicable, but it was found on 
careful examination that tliey could not 
be put in operation. His invention died 
at just the stage at which so many oth- 
ers have. . 


"But so far as Mr. Bennett talked 
about an ultimatitm his editorial 
is 
amusing in tho light of our later expe- 
rience. I may say that I have never rec- 
ognized auy ultimatum iu om* business 
and do not now, although we are now 
building a press that will be 33 ^^ per 
cent faster than anything ever before 
constructed. 


"The successive steps by which we 
have now reached the ability to do 
times as much as Mr. Bennett declared 
to be the ultimatum are very interest- 
ing, for when he spoke of the printing 
of 12,000 or 14,000 sheets an hour as 
being the limit of possibility it must be 
remembered that he was talking about 
printing one side of the paper only, 
whereas we now print both sides and 
fold and count the papers all with a sin- 
gle machine. 


"The style of press which Mr. Ben- 
nett had in mind when he wrote this 
article was 
course the best then 
known. We had four rollers surrounding 
the main cylinder, and the papers were 
fed on to these rollers by a man stand- 
ing on a platform by each roller. 
He 
was supplie'd with paper by a boy who 
brought it to him in bundles. 
That 
made fom: men and four boys to the 
press, and the most they could do was to 
turn out 2,000 sheets an hour for each 
roller. 
This machine was improved by 
adding more rollers, each with a plat- 
form and a man and a boy, xmtil we had 
ten rollers and 20 hands to turn out 20,- 
000 sheets an hour, or, at the utmost 
speed, 25,000. 
Our 
na^v press, just 
building for the* New^ York W^orId, re- 
quires a couple of men to run it and 
will turn out 96,000 eight page papers 
printed on both sides, folded and count- 
ed. That is the contrast between the old 
aud the new. 


"The first double Webb press was 
made in 1879, and, as the name indi- 
cates, it just doubled the production. 
This was a great achievement, but it 
did not print the supplements which 
have since g^o^vn to be such an impor- 
tant thing ; u the production of newspa- 
pers. 
About 1884 the first double sup- 
plement press was built for 
Deacon 
Richard Smith, as he is culled, of the 
Cincinnati Gazette. 
This was the pio- 
neer of the present machine and was ca- 
pable of printing and folding a 6, 8, 10, 
12, 14, 16, 18, 20, 22, 24 page paper. 
The device which enabled this variety 
is familiar onough now imd is known as 
the triple insert. 


"The sextuple press was the next step, 
and this is the best in actual operation 
up to the present time. 


" I don't pretend to say what will fol- 
low the new press we are now building; 
but, as I said, I don't recognize it as an 
ultimatum. The presses now in use will 
turn out 72,000 eight page papers en- 
tirely printed and folded as well. They 
have the triple insert, of course, and 
can print that amount of paper in any 
even number ef pages up to 24. The new 
press will print 96,000 eight page pa- 
pers, or the equivalent iu some other 
form. 
Up to now that is the highest 
achievement iu printing. 


" I t may be noted that this new ma- 
chine, operated by two or three men, 
will do the work of 10,000 men aud 10,- 
000 hand presses of the ancient type. "

Feeding Domestic Animals. 


Tho general principles of feeding ani- 
mals are outlined iu an important bulle- 
tin of the agricultural department com- 
piled by Assistant Director Allen of the 
office of experiment stations. The condi- 
tions of tho market, says the report, 
must govern the selections of feeding 
stuff's for the stock. 
Experiments show- 
that hay from the leguminous crops, as 
clover, lupines, alfalfa and cowpea con- 
tains about twice as much digestible 
protein as hay from the grasses, and ac- 
cordingly tho seeds of those plants are 
recommended by the department as sub- 
stitutes for the expensive commercial 
seeds. 


There has been considerable miscon- 
ception as to the value of cooking or 
steaming food for stock. 
Experiments, 
however, indicated 
that 
cooking 
or 
steaming coarse or unpalatable food is 
advantageous, not on account of making 
the food more nutritious, but iu induc- 
ing the animals to eat larger quantities. 
Boiling cotton seed is reported advan- 
tageous for steers. 
Soaking wheat for 
pigs is quite generally recommended and 
the report advocates soaking corn for 
steers if it can be done for 6 cents a 
bushel. Experiments have been made to 
show that the relative productions of fat 
and lean meat can be largely influenced 
by feeding. 
Nitrogenous foods like 
shorts, middlings and dried blood, as 
compared with commeal 
fed 
alone, 
tends, it is shown, to increase the pro- 
duction of lean pork to fat. 


The recently prevailing low price of 
wheat has led to its use to a consider- 
able extent as a food for growing and 
fattening animals. 
The experience of 
the last two years has evidenced the high 
value of wheat as a feed for all kinds of 
stock 
Farmers in the west have fed it 
extensively and with practically tmiver- 
sal satisfaction. 
Tho department esti- 
mates that up to last November upward 
of 46,000,000 bushels of wheat had been 
fed by the farmers of the United States. 
It should be fed, however, with other 
graius. 


' '-With the present low price of wheat," 
the leport concludes, "farmers are ad- 
vised to keep for feeding all wheat 
which will not bring the price of ffrst 
class grain, aud to sell only the first 
quality wheat. 
If possible, tho wheat 
should be graded rather than sold at an 
inferior price." 


Iiive Stock Points. 


A writer contends that trotting and 
pacing are mere modifications of the 
same gait. 
Still, if you v»-ant to ride 
horseback, the pacing gait appears to be 
very much more agreeable than 
the 
trotting one. 


For poor, hilly land the Cotswold 
sheep has proved his value and staying 
qualities. 


Cultivate a good, brisk walking gait, 
even among your farm horses. Cultivate 
the same gait in yourself. It requires no 
more exertion to walk quickly and get 
there than, it does to poke along and take 
all day for a thing. 
Farmers are great 
sinners in this respect. 


One of the .shrewdest of the owners of 
fast trotters on the Pacific coast is Mrs. 
Severance of Los Angeles. 


They do things queerly in France. At 
Marseilles there is a trotting association. 
At a meeting for ponies aud amateur 
trotters under 15 hands high the pre- 
mium was carried off by the aged mare 
Hebe at a 3 :11 
minute to the mile 
gait. 


Corn, wheat aud all tho graius come 
imder the head of stiu'chy foods, or car- 
bohydrates, and tho American people 
feed their stock too much carbohydrates, 
and themselves eat too luucli. It is easy 
to starve to death on starch. 
We ought 
to include fai' more nuts, fruits aud lean 
meats iu our own diet, and we should 
give om- live stock less corn and more 
feeds in the nature of oil meals, root 
crops, clover, alfalfa, etc.

The slieep I marketed were Shrop- 
shire, nearly all full blooded, but not 
many registered. They were all of my 
own brei^ding aud feeding. I put up to 
feed on tho 20th of December lust 112 
sheep weighing then 125 pounds aver- 
age, 81 of wliidi were yearling wethers 
and 21 old ewes aud 10 young ewes. I 
fattened the old owes on account of age, 
some being 9 years old. 
I kept them 
thus IcDngfor their good individual qual- 
ities as well a.s for good breeding. 
The 
yonng ewes I culled out to better my 
breeding tloek, as I did not like tho 
shape of some and the wool of others. I 
never weighed each lot .'^eparatel}-. 
All 
the ewes raised lambs last year aud some 
two lambs; hence they were thin in flesh 
when I commenced to feed tliem. 
On 
Feb. 'S I Nveighed them again, aud they 
averaged 14:? pounds, a gain 
of 
IS 
pounds in 
I-'J day.-^. 
On March 
the 
day I shipped, I weighed them, aud 
they averaged 15S pounds, a gain of 15 
pounds more in -JO (lay.>^, and when sold 
iu Chicago the follovN'ing day the 81 
wethers weighed 
ll.'j::!0 pounds, an 
average of 147 1-3 ijounds, and were 
sold to Armour for o cents, the hiehest 


]>nce ]iaHl since April la: t. t he :!<) ewea 
also.'-.dd to Armour for sl.r.o and weigh- 
ed 4.570, an aM ia^'i' ( f a little over 152 
pound.-:. ¡(11(1 they also brought the top 
price of the (¡ay exi'cpt niy wethers. 


On Dec. 
wiieu I coniiui'nc<'d to 
feed tliem, I took them from a blue grass 
pasture, .s(;rtifjg tlicm from my fl(M'k of 
2S."). The pasture liud been rather short. 
I put them in !i dry lot 65 by 70 feet, ex- 
elusive of ashed J7.'._> by 77 feet built 
against a hay burn tilh-d with clover 
liay and racks along tiie side of barn iu 
shed to iced liay in to i:lu e[). 
I iirst fed 
them all the clover hay they would eat 
aud tlien gave them two baskets of cut 
ear corn. 
Tho next morning I gave 
them one basket of corn and one iit 
night, witli a bushel of wheat, and every 
day I increased tiie corn a little till th<y 
had .six bask(;ts of coru and one bushel 
of whe:it per day, witli all tlie good clo- 
ver hay and water they wanted. 


Then I stopped increasing the corn for 
a few days .so as to bo .sure not to over- 
feed thei'u, as I thought tlie ration was 
near enough. 
Then I gradually began 
to drop out the wlieat and replace it 
witli corn, aiul about the end of the 
third week I quit wheat ;nid fed all 
corn, sev(>n baskets per day, yet kept on 
increasing it slowly, but soon found 
that 
seven baskets was their 
limit. 
Sheep, as other stock, feed better to 
clean up their feed tlum to have it lie 
by them from meal to meal, and there 
would also he more waste of feed. 


Being anxious to have them oat more 
and fatten faster I thonght I would try 
an experiment by changing from tliree 
ba.skcts in the morning and four at night 
to three baskets morning and night and 
two at noon, making it eight per day. 
I found they ate it up clean from meal 
to meal and were ready for the next. 
This was the first time I ever tried feed- 
ing three times a day, and I never had 
better results, aud I was much surprised 
to see my old ewes lay on fat that I 
thought would hardly fatten at all. 


The corn I fed was ears cut from one- 
half to one inch long with a corn cutter 
and fed in troughs set in yard, and it 
weighed with cobs 45 pounds per basket, 
or 5 1-7 bushels of net corn per day was 
what they ate from about the 25th of 
Jimuary, when put on full feed, till I 
shipped them. 


I did not let them get wet or muddy 
from the time I commenced to feed. On 
stormy days I let them out long enough 
to eat corn and drink and then closed 
them in shed, and always closed them 
in on wet and stormy nights, for I be- 
lieve sheep, as other stock, do better in 
a shed, even though crowded, than in 
a stormy outdoors. 
Other times I gave 
them the yard and shed to n m 
in, 
and once a week I hauled a load of 
straw and bedded the entire yard, which 
kept it nice and clean, and now I have^ 
not less than 40 tons of good manure in 
yard and shed. 


A week or so before I intend to ship 
I go over my sheep and give them a 
clipping. 
A handy man can ehp a sheep 
in ten minutes' time so you would hard- 
ly know it to be the same sheep and not 
take off one-half ounce of wool. My two 
men were a day and a quarter in clip- 
ping tho 113 sheep besides doing the 
chores, and when done they looked like 
another bunch of sheep. 
There is no 
harm in it. Do not horsemen, fruitmen, 
'dairymen and merchants fix their stock 
to show so as to sell well? It not only 
shows neatness and care on tho part of 
the flockmaster, but the good impression 
the buyer gets from their good appear- 
ance tends much to sharpening his de- 
sire for them, and he willingly bids up 
to get them. I have not shipped a sheep 
for ten years without its first- being 
clipped, and I believe that this practice 
along with quality and flesh enabled me 
to spring the market aud sell above it 
every time in the ten years. 
An old 
commission man once asked me while 
in the yards with sheep, "Who molded 
them for you?" 
My sheep always made 
money for me. 
I breed to none but the 
best of rams—generally to 
imported 
ones, never to a grade ram. 


I feed my lambs in summer on oats 
as soon as they will eat them and con- 
tinue it till winter; then I feed half 
shelled corn with oats till spring and 
then turn them on good blue grass pas- 
ture till fall. 
When a year old, they 
shear 10 to 12 pounds of wooL 
I feed 
breeding ewes on clover hay and com 
fodder and a little grain toward lamb- 
ing time and on till the pastm-e is good. 
Then they get no more grain till nest 
winter. I want them thrifty and healthy, 
but not fat. 
I always give them a dry 
shed to stay in through winter aud 
spring and now have as good a flock of 
breeding ewes as any oue aud will con- 
tinue keeping them in spite of low price 
wool 
They are quiet, gentle, break no 
fence, eat what I give them and all the 
weeds they find on my farm aud pay 
me better returns for my labor and feed 
than any other stock I have.—Jacob 
Zeigler in Breeder's Gazette.

T. UeWitt Talmape delivered 
the iollowiug- diiscourae on "The tîntes 
of Hell" at Mason City, la., basing it 
upoa the text: 


The gates of h^l sball not prevail against it 
—Matthew xvi.. la 


Eatrauced, until we could endure no 
mora of the splendor, we have often 
gased at the shining gates, the gates 
of pearl, the gates of Heasisen. 
But we 
are for awhile to look in the opposite 
direction, and see swinging open and 
shv^t the gates of hell. 


I remember, when the Franco-Ger- 
man war was going on, that I stood 
out! day in Paris looking at the gates 
of the TuiUeries,and,>I was so absorbed 
in the sculpturing ^at Hhe^ top of the 
gat>es—the masonry ' àn^ the'bronze— 
that I forgot myself, anà after awhile, 
looking down, I saw that there were 
ofE-cers of the law scruitinizing, me, 
supposing, no doubt, I was a German, 
and looking at those gates for adverse 
purposes. 
But, my friends, we shall 
not stand looking at the outside of the 
gates of hell. 
In this sermon I shall 
tell you of both sides; and I shall tell 
you 
what those gates are made of. 
With the hammer 
God's truth I 
shall pound on the brazep panels, and 
"with the lantern of GOd^s truth I shall 
flash a light^upon the shining hinges. 


Gate the 
first: 
Impure 
literature. 
Anthony Comstock seized twenty tons 
of bad books, plates and lettèr press, 
and when our Professor Ck>ckran, of 
the Polytechnic institute, poured the 
dfatructive acids on those plates, they 
smoked in the righteous annihilation. 
And y e t a great deal of the bad litera- 
ture of the day is not gripped of the 
law. 
It is strewn in our parlors; it is 
in your-libraries. 
Some of your chil- 
dren read it at night after they have 
retired, the gas«burner swung as near 
a-3 possible to their pillow.

Resolts of Scientific Researcii Uive Irre> 
futable Evidence AgiAingt Its Use. 


The highest authorities are of the 
opinion t h a t beer is an iniurious drink, 
and 
many of 
them think t h a t it is 
more pernicious than whisky itself— 
taken in w h a t they call "moderation." 
The 
Christian 
Advocate 
treated 
a 
phase of this subject editorially in two 
or three articles some years ago, and 
will not repeat the authorities then 
'quoted; but Prof. Oertel, of German3% 
published a work in 188.5 that sets the 
m a t t e r in so clear and strong a light 
as to establish the belief t h a t the old 
idea t h a t beer is healthful—or a t least 
harmless—is utterly false. Before Prof. 
Oertel's 
timq 
many 
piiysicians 
who 
studied 
in 
Germany 
had 
the 
idea 
t h a t beer was a most beneficial drink, 
and recommended it in some cases in 
this country, and gave 
testimonials 
t h a t the working people in the brew- 
eries who drank a great deal of beer 
were 
robust, 
strong and 
long-lived, 
^iut Prof. Oertel and his two friends, 
Drs. von Pettenkofer and von 
Voit. 
who lived where the beer is brewed 
and the most befer drunk—the profes- 
so,r having a hospital at his disposal 
where post-mortem examinations are 
properly and scientifically made, and 
the consequences of the large amount 
of 
beer consumed 
have 
been 
fully 
studied—have produced a work of such 
importance t h a t Dr. Schweninger 
has 
adopted his conclusions, and applied 
them in the t r e a t m e n t of Prince Bis-' 
marck. 


He quotes Dr. Ballinger, who 
exam- 
ined two thousand pei'sons in the hos- 
pital a t Munich, and found t h a t eight 
per cent.' of them died of 
excessive 
beer-drinking. This life-insurance med- 
ical examiner says t h a t while 
some 
men 
in ,the English 
stati.stics have 
reached one hundred years of age who 
indulged in wine, whisky and tobacco, 
so far as he knows none were found 
who were habitual beer-drinkers. 
Iti 
Munich it is not uncommon for people 
to take from si.x to eight pints of beer 
in three hours, and during the 
day 
from twelve to twenty. Working brew- 
ers take 
sometimes thirty-six 
pints, 
and even forty. 
T h e strain of expel- 
ling this from the system at the last 
analysis depends upon the heart. 


After a full examination of the stib- 
ject this medical officer recommends 
that, as the disorders in consequence 
of beer-drinking increase every year 
and shorten life, it is advisable for life 
insurance companies to take th^ risks 
of such men on short endowments, and 
not to take them over fifty years of 
age. 
Thei-e are, of'cour.se, some excep- 
tions to this rule, t h a t must depend 
upon tlie honest report of the phj'si- 
cian and agent. 


We have for years made it a practice 
to converse with hospital and general 
practitioners, and their uniform testi- 
mony is t h a t diseases rnake rapid de- 
struction of the f a t of the beer-drink- 
ei, and t h a t they do not recover from 
surgical 
operations 
easily 
or 
well. 
This was also the opinion of Sir Astley 
Cooper, who said t h a t they sank away 
so often without adequate cause t h a t 
he was always afraid of the result.s.— 
Christian Advocate.

Points About the Cigarette "Wliicli Utterly 
Coiutenin It. 


The question is a.sked why the smok- 
ing of cigarettes is so mucl." more in- 
jurious than the smoking of cigars or 
of tobacco in the pipe, and, in reply, 
the New York Tribune says: 


1. The. cigarette is smoked by many 
thousands of boys, few of whom would 
indulge in the pipe or cigar. 
The one 
is too clumsj' and the other is too cost- 
ly for the average boy. 
The use of to- 
bacco in any form does far more harm 
to the person w h o has not completed 
the growing process than to the adult. 
It tends to s t u n t the growth of the 
boy, even affecting the texture of the 
bones as well as of the muscles and 
skin, and seems to take hold of the 
system 
in direct 
proportion 
to 
the 
activity 
of 
the 
assimilating 
pro- 
cesses 
of 
the 
frame, 
which 
are 
most 
rapid 
in 
youth 
and 
most 
feeble 
in 
old 
age. 
Hence 
the 
constitution 
of 
the 
growing 
boy 
may be rtiined by the smoking of the 
same amount and same kind of ma- 
terial 
that could bi3 used with 
im- 
punity if the stuff were let alone till 
an age wiiich varies 
with the indi- 
vidual from twenty-two to near thirty 
years. 


2. Cheapness being an essential 
to 
large patronage by the juvenile, the 
poorest kinds of tobacco are used 
in 
their manufacture, and the taste and 
smell have to be disguised by the use 
of drugs, added to which the juvenile 
appetite for sweets has to be catered 
to. 
Hence the employment of 
sugar 
and glycerine, perhaps harmless apart, 
but forming a noxious coalition when 
smoked 
together 
into 
the 
system. 
Hence, also, tiie sprink'ling oi the to- 
bacco 
with 
opium 
infusions 
to 
an 
enormous extent, wiiile the doctoring 
of ci^-ars with oiiinin is comparatively 
slight. 
In the ciiiarette, 
also', 
the 
fumes are drawn directly into the sys- 
tem, while a portion is arrested by the 
more closely wrapped mouth end of

M. mora, 
in Cuba in 1869. 
The history of the case is interesting. 
The claimant, • Antonio Maximo Mora, 
BOW ar^id^atiof New York, was bom 
in Cuba'^and inherited a vast estate, con- 
sisting mk&ly of an extensive sugar 
plantation '' In 1853 he left his planta- 
tion in tà® hands of trusted employees 
end weÉfe toÌiéar York, where he estab- 
lished the; commercial house of Mora, 
Kavarro^; ^o. ^ In May, 1869, he took 
out his final nattiralization papers and 
became an American citizen. 


In the Cuban rebellion of 1869 Mora 
was unjustly accused of aiding the in- 
surgents. 
Uniortunaitely he ch^ced to • 
be in Cuba;jat,'&etime.. A court martial 
was hasiily convened at Havana, and 
Mora wâs-îîc^ctemned- to death, and his 
valuable œtstes"were confiscated, despite 
the fact: t^t,..he was a citizen of the 
United Steites. After suffering great pri- 
vations 
^during^ many perils he 
finally escti$>^ to New York in the dis- 
guise of a s^Jor. 


The atlenàdii of Hamilton Fish, then 
secretary 
state, vTSs called to the out- 
rage, and .Caieh Gushing, United States 
minister tp 'M^id, was directed to of- 
ficially prófet" against the sentence of 
the court m^tial and demand repara- 
tion- The Sp&iish govejmment, though 
tacitly adnwfete®' the justice of the 
claim, ptirstted' an.^evasive and dilatory 
policy regaidih^- it, and years were 
passed in ineffectual negotiations and 
correspoD^çnee. 


When ÀTfônsb came to the throne, 
among the .e^liest acts of his adminis- 
tration was to order the restitution of 
Mora's eg^^y but the.. Cuban authori- 
ties refuséà tìi obey the order. 
On the 
contrary, theylsold the estates. 


Voluminous and ineffectual corre- 
spondence Followed for the next ten 
years. In 1886 the Spanish cortes offer- 
ed a compromise, agreeing to pay Mora 
$1,500,000 indemnity, which was but a 
small portion of the original value of 
the property. This Mora accepted, but 
the money has not yet beeu paid. Our 
government now demands prompt pay- 
ment of the amount, with interest from 
1886. 


Mora is now; 80 years old, in feeble 
health, living with his daughter in com- 
parative poverty in a fotir room flat in 
New York waiting for the restoration of 
some portion of the millions taken from 
him by Spain.

tracts considerable attention, owing to

the result of friendship growing imt of 
busiuess relations and ripening into love 
and Wiis meavsurably due to the good of- 
fices of the late Fi-^eriek Douglass. He 
was a mutual friend of Miss Wells aiul 
Mr. Barnett. 
Oue day wJicm he Ava.s iu 
Chicago ho said to Miss Wells: "Barnett 
is a fine gentleman. He likes yon and 
will make yoii a good husb:uid.'' Dong- 
lass told Barnett, too, that Miss Wells 
was a real nice girl for him, aud so they 
were mated. 


Miss Wells was horn at Holly Springs, 
Mi.ss., and i.s about 30 yeiirs of age. Sho 
lost her parents wheji a child, aud her 
early life was a struggle with poverty 
in the support of a younger brother aud

sister and in the education of herself. 
So anxious was she to obtain an educa- 
tion that she sometimes worked iu the 
cornfields iu order to care for those de- 
pendent upon her and pay her tuition in 
school. Her early education was received 
in an academy at Holly Springs and 
completed at Fisk university in Nash- 
ville. Her first journalistic w^ork was 
done at Fisk, where she was connected 
with the college paper. Leaving college, 
she became a teacher and a contributor 
to newspapers. 


In 1888 she became editor of the 
Memphis Free Press. While on this pa- 
per she wrote an article on lynching 
which made her an exile from that city. 
She then spent some time in Philadel- 
phia aud New York and later went to 
Chicago, where she met her husband, 
and through him received employment 
on his paper, The Conservator. In 1893 
she went to England on a lecturing tour. 
Her patrons were the bishop of Man- 
chester, Dr. Clifford, the Baptist leadep; 
Lady Jeune and other notables. Her 
public labors ended with a late lecturing 
tour on the Pacific coast. 


Ferdinand L. Bamett is a Chicago 
lawyer, of the firm of Bamett & Wil- 
liams, and half owner of The Conserva- 
tor, the second oldest colored newspa- 
per in the world. He is a widower, aged 
41 years, with two sons. He was a na- 
tive of Nashville and was educated in 
Chicago.

The American Geographical society 
will be ably represented by its president, 
ex-Chief Justice Charles P. Daly of 
'New York, who is one of the vice presi- 
dents of the congress, and Professor Wil- 
liam Libbey, Jr., of Princeton college, 
the foreign correspondent of this society. 
Justice Daly will be accompanied by 
Paul du Chaillu, the African explorer. 


It is expected that there will be a 
large representation in the congress from 
all the European countries, and a num- 
ber from Asia. As it is held in the vaca- 
tion period there will be present many 
professors from the leading colleges 
and universities. The headquarters of 
the congress will be the house of the 
Royal Geographical 
society, 
Saville 
row, Burlington Gardens, and thejsoci- 
ety offers to all members the privilege 
of fellows during their stay in London. 


Justice Daly, America's chief repre- 
sentative in the congress, has not only 
attained eminence as a jurist, but has 
also become prominent in the line of 
geographical research. His fondness for 
geography is doubtless due to early ex- 
periences, when, for a number of years, 
he was a sailor. 
Judge Daly served for 
40 years as judge of the common pleas 
court in New Yoiic and recently retired 
from the bench by reason of the age 
limit.

More Victims of the Disease There Than 


In 
All the Rest of the 
Country—Its 


Spread Quoted Aeaiust Assertions uu to 
Man's Growinjï Strength. 


A rwont statement of Mr. Howells, 
made with au assurance that ciuries the 
belief of its author tliat tlie human race 
was never so healthy ¡md strong as at 
presout, has eauglit the eye of the med- 
ical frateniirr, aud .stiin(> of its members 
are not slow to combat the assertion. 


One very pertinent «"ximiple cited to 
uphold the oppeisite view of the situa- 
tion luid which will liave as great an in- 
terest to the lay as tlio professional 
miud is the alarming increase in one 
very deadly disease of the present time, 
whicli has been brought into exceeding 
notoriety through the prominence of 
many of its victinus—pai-esis. 


Whatever be said of the increase of 
paresis throughout the world is of dou- 
ble moment to Americans for the reason 
that New York is a "hotbed" of the 
disease, the storm center, whoso rush- 
ing existence is a barometer to the busi- 
ness activity elsewhere in this country. 
Authorities say there arc twico as many 
victims of paresis iu that city iuid state 
as in the entire remainder of the coun- 
try. 


In a single asylum, for example, that 
at Ogdcnsburg, there were among the 
G59 admissions 81 cases of general par- 
esis. This would mîike the proportion 
of general pai-esis more than 4 per cent. 


Among seven state asyluieis, to which 
1,943 patients were admitted iu 1890, 
there were 6G cases of general paresis, 
or a little over 3 per cent. If 4 per cent 
be the general ratio for this disease in 
the state of New York, then the total 
number of patients among the 10,000 
insane would be about 400. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the number is much greater 
because the proportion of this disease is 
larger in the New York and Kings 
county asylums than in those of the 
state at large. But even if there were 
but 4,000 cases of general paresis among 
the 100,000 insane of this country it 
would be an extraordinaiy evidence of 
the development of a disease which in 
the last century was certainly not known 
even if it did exist. 


Matteawan is the asylum devoted by 
New York state to the care of its crim- 
inal insane. One would scarcely expect 
to find in this class a very large num- 
ber of patients. 
Yet among the 110 
male patients admitted to that institu- 
tion during the last year six were vic- 
tims of the malady. There have been 
admitted into this asylum during the 20 
years of its existence—from Sept. 20, 
1875, to Sept. 30 last year—a total of 
1,151 patients, and of these there were 
40 paretics. 


A strong contrast to these figures is 
furnished by the report of a well known 
Connecticut institution, the Hartford 
Retreat, by which it appears that in a 
total of 102 admissions there was only 
one case of general paresis, a refreshing 
proportion, met with also in the figures 
from many, indeed most, other asylums 
outside New York city. 


Coming again to the local New York 
institutions, it may be said that there 
is a total population of about 300 vic- 
tims of this malady in the public asy- 
lum on Ward's island, a number which 
is being augmented each year by the 
ever growing list of fresh patients. 


Thé exhibit from Bloomingdale is 
much worse than this, quite naturally, 
because it is to this semiprivate retreat 
that many of the pity's victims go. The 
disease from its character is found in 
much greater proportion among persons 
able to pay for their maintenance than 
in the ranks of those who must be re- 
moved to the public hospitals. There is 
iio lack of it in recent years among all 
classes of the city's residents, but busi- 
ness and professional worry, together 
with dissipation of various kinds, in 
which men and women of means find 
themselves at liberty to indulge in the 
crowded centers, plays a large part in 
making targets for this subtle disease. 
These patients are the ones most likely 
to be found in such a place as Bloom- 
ingdale. 


One himdred and twenty-eight insane 
persons were admitted to that institu- 
tion last year. Of these 15 were suffer- 
ing from that general paralysis of the 
brain and body known popularly as par- 
esis. This is more than S}4 per cent of 
the admissions of persons who had suc- 
cumbed to all the various forms of in- 
sanity to which mankind is a victim. 


"Here is a curious thing," said Dr. 
Fitch of the Bellevue hospital staff, tak- 
ing from a drawer of his desk a card. 
"The man whose name is on that card 
was an actor. I examined him at Belle- 
vue, and he was sent over to the Ward's 
Island Insane asylum. He was suffering 
from paresis. He handed me the card 
when I saw him in the hospital. " 


The card was an ordinary pasteboard 
and read a^ follows :

Her philanthropic desire to give as 
generously as she had received resulted 
in the Society For Stiidj- at Home, 
which now averages yearly nearly 900 
students from every state of tlie Uni(jii, 
Canada, the Sandwich Ishmds, aud one 
from faroff .Tapan, with a working staff 
of teachers or correspondents of neai-ly 
200, who carry on this work gratuitously 
by correspoiidence. 


A library of dioico books numbering 
nearly .'j,OOC now circulares all over the 
country as well as boxes of mineral spec- 
imens ;md art photograplis for the teach- 
ing of drawing, etc. 
. This school makes a keen distinction 


betwee.'i reading and study. This is a 
study at IIODU'. v. iu're. tiu> beginner is 
allowed to lake uji but oue study at a 
time. Slie is niit hurried from one peri- 
od (if liisto/y to another so fast ;is to 
gain only a faint outline and then danced 
on in oue year through literature, ethics, 
astronomy, philosoidiy aud evidences of 
Christianity. 


Is it any wonder that girls once learn- 
ing to study keej) on for 20 years, going 
from history to Euglisli literature, tak- 
ing up as special .study the ])lays of 
Shakespeare? And iKnv to the list tliero 
has been added a com-se iu fon-ign trav- 
el.

To many an invalid confined to one room 
these imagiiiiiry jom-Jie^-s havo been ex- 
cm'sions of delight. 


Each new student is provided with 
the best tracts on health. Everything is 
done to promote character rather than 
learning a list of dates aud a study of 
dry facts. 


During the existence of the society 
6,534 women have (iutered their names 
as students. Add to this the work wom- 
en are doing in other schools, courses of 
reading, clubs, etc., and wo find at least 
one factor iu the rapid progress of om' 
bright women.

At cither end 
is securely Imlted a eh'vi.'^—cnefo bo at- 
lac'ied to tho hay ciUTier pulley above 
and tho other to harpoon. The length of 
the wood piec(> is t^uch as to ja.'-t allow

wide. If you have au old straw stacker 
that is not -1 feet wide take the two 
shafts to a blacksmith and have him 
weld in a piece to make them that width, 


M you have to buy the belting, get it 
2 inches wide. If your pulley is only 1 
inches wide, put an incli board on the 
shaft to receive the belt. In about every 
fifth slot ih-ive in four or five pegs 1 
to 2 inches long, which will prevent 
the hay from slipping back. 
Attach it 
to a horsepower with 70 to 8.5 revolu- 
tions. A can-ier with two belts will 
elevate 10 to 13 tons a day aud one 
with three belts from 15 to 18 tons a 
day. Stake sled firmly down. 


Making Alfalfa Hay. 


The conversion of a heavy mass of al- 
falfa into a choice quality of hav is an 
operation calling for no small degree of 
skill and experience. 
A method prac- 
ticed in some sections and described in 
Arid America is to rake the alfaKa 
while quite green into windrows, where 
it is allowed to cure somewhat more, 
and finally to make it into moderate 
sized cocks, in which it is allowed to 
stand until ready for the stack. 
This 
process makes very nice hay, but wiftre 
a large acreage is to be tidieu care of it 
is too slow aud expensive. Alfalfa may 
be cured with entire success in the 
windrow, but it is important, when 
cured in this way, that there be ample 
facilities for putting it iuto the stack 
very rapidly when ready, otherwise it 
.will become too dry, and much of it will 
be lost iu the handling, especially if it 
has to be carried from tho field on wag- 
ons. 
Alfalfa should be cut ou the first 
appearance of bloom, as experiments 
jhave proved its nutritive ratio to be 
considerably higher at that. stage than 
later on.

A piece of tin bent at 
right angles long enough and wide 
enough to cover the ends of the dove- 
tails is securely nailed to the corners of 
the hive. There was no chance for sun 
aud rain to get iu their warping eifects.

Au Ohio Farmer correspondent de- 
scribes the operation as follows: After 
the harpoou is lo;ulcd aud it is desired 
to drop the hay toward tho end of the 
bay marked Dthc man in the bay gra.sps 
the end of the ropo at D and pulls the 
harpoou toward tho pulley at B, while 
the man ou tho load pulls the trip rope. 
The operation of the other rope is the 
same. Tho attachment at A is valuable 
in mowing clover hay, as tho hay does 
not pack iu tho middle as it does when 
every forkful is in one place. V/heu the 
mow gets too full tou.se the attachment, 
remove it aud attach the harpoou to the 
carrier in tho usual way. 


A Prairie Farmer correspondent gives 
an illustrated descriptiou of a home- 
made hay elevator that he has used with 
success. 
He writes: Take an old straw 
stacker of a thrashing machine and at- 
tach it to a sled, the runners being made 
of plauk 2?by 8 inches and 14 feet loug, 
with two upright poles, well braced, 14 
feet loug and betweeu which the carrier 
is elevated. 
Make the carrier 4 feet

tures, and e('i;i:;ie!i:-ing with these al- 
ready grown on the i:u'm, tho farmer 
cau easily extend the list later on if his 
situation should, in the light of hi.s fur- 
ther experience, seem to render it ad- 
visable. 
The need for early .s])riug for- 
age, as well as the time for providing 
it, is, of cov.rse, past. 


The midsuniiuer necessity comes in 
July aurl often laler, d' pending npim 
the sc^ason, and jin iiia'-stM iiis should he 
made to then get .some of the farm crops 
to help the jiras.'^e.s. 
Where tho feeding 
is for dairy purpo.ses thi.s is especially 
true. 


The ideal condition for the dairy cow 
is a pasture which furnishes her iu the 
early morning and late evening hotirs— 
tho cool of the clay—au abundance of 
food, so that during the heat of the day 
she cau lie by, rest and ruminate, 
thoughtfully manufacturing au abun- 
dance of rich milk. 
When this ideal 
condition is much departed from, soil- 
ing or partial .soilhig iu cool, shaded, 
well ventilated but darkeutd placea will 
be found f..i- preferable to permitting 
the animal to wander over burned pas- 
tures, expo.-ed to flies, sun aud all the 
anuoyances whieh decrease production. 
Soiling even when partial iuvolves la- 
bor, but so does eveiythiug else worth 
haviug, aud in this instance the labor is 
repaid. 


Practical Hay Caps. 


Professor H. H. Wing made hay caps 
out of unbleached, twilled factory cloth 
six feet square. 
These were supplied 
with a loop at each corner and were 
fastened down by small stakes driven 
through tho loops. Although the factory 
was not treated iu any way, it protected 
tho hay very well when put on smooth- 
ly. 
The same kind of hay caps treated 
with OTIO coat of paint and furnished at 
the corners with stones weighing about 
two pounds each have also been used 
successful^-. . Wheiever hay caps are 
used tho shocks should be made large 
and the caps .should bo removed, except 
when they are actually needed to turn 
raiu, as the hay will not cure rapidly in 
the shock when covered with them. 


In almost all large cities hay caps can 
be procm-ed from dealers in sailcloth. 
Partly worn sails are frequently used 
for this purpose. 
Paper hay caps, pat- 
ented affairs, have been used at the Cor- 
nell statiou, and proved durable and 
satisfactory. 


Shade the WelL 


One will have to travel far through 
the country to find wells shaded from 
the fierce heat of Emnmer, though there 
are few who will not admit that shade 
over tlie pump would makfe the water 
much cooler—a condition that would be 
appreciated on most farms where ice is 
not to be had. 
This shade may be fur- 
nished through the medium of im artis-

tic little house built over the well. 
When such a house is built and sur- 
rounded and covered with shrubs aud 
trailing vines it becomes an ornament 
to the grounds, iu addition to proving a 
protection to the well. It keeps the wa- 
ter cooler iu summer, and, where there 
is a pump, prevents freezing iu winter. 
The accomptmyiug design from Ameri- 
can Gardening is uot difficult to em- 
body in wood, shrubs and viues. A bit 
of lumber, a few nails, a hammer and 
saw aud a bit of ingenuity, and the 
thiug is done.

George H. Judy takes his departure 
today for Dayton, Ohio, where next 
Monday he will assume the foreman- 
ship of the blacksmith department of 
the Barney & Smith car shops. 
Last 
night he bade farewell to his comrades 
and friends in the Pittsburg shops and 
the parting was attended by a little 
incident which illustrated the warm 
feeling and kindly interests which ex- 
isted between the late foreman and the 
employes of the Pittsburg blacksmith 
shop. 
The 6 o'clock whistle was the 
signal for the men to assemble in the 
yard Eouth of the shop, where some of 
their number had a few moments pre- 
yiously placed a table bearing a magni- 
iicent silver lea service of five pieces 
and a dozen each of silver knives, forks, 
tablespoons and teaspoons. 
The silver 
ware had been purchaaei by contiibu- 
tions of the men employed in the shop 
and it was intended for Mr. Judy as a 
token of the esteem and love they en- 
tertained for him. 
When everything 
was in readiness a messenger wa3 dis- 
patched for Mr. Judy and he was hus- 
tled into the midst of the crowd, where 
James Trythall, in the following words, 
presented the silver ware to him: 


"Our gathering here this evening is 
on account of the esteem we have 
placed upon a certain man. 
Esteem is 
a moral sentiment, made up of respect 
and attachment; it is the commence- 
ment of affection.

dissipating his life. Yes, we esteem 
him because he abstains from the in- 
toxicating bowl. 
We also esteem him 
because he esteems us. the men who 
have worked under him. 
That man is 
Mr. George H. Judy. 
And to prove 
our esteem, for actions speak louder 
than words, we present to you (turning 
to Mr. Judy ) the beautiful silver service 
spread before you. 
It is the present of 
the men in this shop to you, who leave 
us for a higher and better position. 
We hope, by this token of affection, 
you will remember us "with feelings of 
kindliness in the years to come, though 
we may be separated. 
We wish you 
success in your future place of busi- 
ness." 


Mr. Judy did not anticipate such a 
parting and he was deeply affected. 
He responded in a clever manner, how- 
ever. 
Eeferring to the twelve years of 
his association with the men, he said 
that he had become attached to them 
and that he knew they entertained the 
same feelings towards him. 
His suc- 
cess here was due in a great measure to 
the readiness with which the men co- 
operated with him in the work which 
was to be done. 
He had always tried 
to do what was for the best interest of 
the company and to the men. 
He 
would ever hold in high esteem the 
men with whom he had been associated 
here and it would always be a pleasant 
thought to him to know that they held 
him in such high esteem. 


THE KEW FOBEMAN, 


George A. Szlnk succeeded Mr. Judy 
and 
assumed 
the 
office 
of 
foreman of the 
blacksmith 
shop 
this morning. 
As he 
is perfectly 
familiar with the duties there will be 
no hitch in the running of affairs. Mr. 
Szink is by nature and education emi- 
nently fitted for the office. He has a 
mind which is not easily disturbed or 
excited and a manner of addressing 
those under him which is pleasing to 
them and at the same time commands 
respect and obedience. 
He is, more- 
over, a first class mechanic and knows 
good work when he sees it. Mr. Szink's 
ancestors, for many generations, were 
mechanic's. 
His father. Col. Jacob 
Szink, was the first foreman of the 
blacksmith department of the Pennsyl- 
vania shops at Altoona, and it was dur- 
ing the old gentleman's administration 
that George served an apprenticeship 
in the same shop. 
Shortly afterwards 
Colonel Szink died and was succeeded 
by his eldest son, 
C. Szink. 
It was

revolt. Sucli was its tone wiieu ID reached 
tho little hamlet in Ireland wherein dwelt 
Matthew Lyon, a stripling yet in his teens. 


An old sea captain from America was a 
guest iu the Lyons' home, in which Mat- 
thew was uot happy with his stepmother 
and from which he had frequently begged 
his fatlier to let him depart. He listened 
day after day to the wonderful tales of the 
old salt, tales told with a sea captain's 
coloring, tliat would have made the story 
of Sindbad, the sailor, tame in comparison. 


The more he listened the more restless 
he grew, and finally he determined that he 
would go to America. As the captain 
would not take him without the consent 
of hLs father, and that consent could not 
be obtained, he bided his time, and the 
night tho old captain sailed away Mat- 
thew Lyon shipped as a stowaway. 


Xot until ho was too far out to be re- 
turned did he reveal himself to the cap- 
tain, who was very angry and swore all 
the oaths in tho sea captain's vocabulary, 
declaring-that he would return him by the 
first boat that sailed on their arrival in 
America. "Do you know," ho said, "that 
you will be sold as a vagrant over there if 
you land without money or friends?" 


This did not frighten tho detormined 
boy, who said he was willing to be sold— 
anything to get there. 


The vessel landed in Boston harbor. 
Governor Cliittcnden met tho captain, who 
was a persorial friend, the day after the 
arrival. 
Tho captain told hfm of the dar- 
ing little stowaway, and they agreed to go 
through the form of a mock sale. The boy 
took his stand upon the sale block, and 
tho bidding commenced. Atttr a lively 
contest ho was knocked down to Governor 
Chittenden for a pair of bulls. 


He went homo with his purchaser, made 
himself generally useful and soon found 
such favor in tho eyes of his master that 
the latter took him into his office, where 
ho commenced tho study of law. He was 
soon an interested participator in tho Bos- 
ton tea party aud enrolled himself with 
the "Green Mountain Boys," under com- 
mand of Ethan Allen, and became as true 
a patriot, as tenacious of the rights of Ver- 
mont and aggressive to those of New 
Hampshire aud New York, as if ho had 
been born and bred upon the soil of the 
Green Mountain State. 


But soon thero loomed up a stumbling 
block in the way of Matthew's patriotism. 
His warm, young Irish heart went out 
toward tho pretty daughter of his benefac- 
tor. She did not scorn the advances of 
the young patriot, but learned to look with 
eagerness to tho surreptitious meetings, 
when Matthew would steal away from 
camp to get a look at her pretty face. Gov- 
ernor Chittenden had moro ambitious 
views in regard to his daughter and 
frowned upon this intunacy. 


After the battle of Ticonderoga the con- 
tinental congress at Philadelphia began 
vigorously preparing for war, and when 
George Washington was mado commander 
in chief of tiie army Mattlicw Lyon found 
himself a continental soldier, having won 
his spurs at Lexington a month previous. 


But at tho close of the war he returned 
to Vermont and bccamo associated in the 
law firm of Governor Chittenden, whose 
daughter ho soon afterward married. 


So steadily did this young enthusiast 
wiu hw way into tho hearts of the people 
that ho was sent to represent them in the 
continental congress. While serving in 
this capacity ho fought tho "alien and 
sedition" bill and oncc in tho heat of argu- 
ment spat in tlio fiico of his opponent, a 
man of the namo of Fitzgerald," I think. 
For this ho was arrested, and refusing bail 
was imprisoned. While in prison he wtis 
again chosen to represent his adopted state 
in congress. 


Subsequently he was sent by the govep- 
ment to Aikansas to settle somo Indian 
distur(j;iuce.s in that locality. 
Finally he 
drifted to Kentucky, or "Fincastle coun- 
ty," as it was then known. Hero he joined 
forces with Daniel Boono and became an 
Indian fighter, his lovo of adventure find- 
ing in this pastime a fitting means for its 
accomplirfhn) 'Ut. 


A remnant of the fort built by Boone 
and himself is still standing at the junc- 
tion of the Teunesseo and Cumberland 
rivers. Tho huge stone chimney, largo 
enough to roast two or three oxen in at 
one time, forms the foundation for a house 
which ho afterward built and in which ho 
lived wheu he first settled in Kentucky. 
This house i.s one of the historical spots in 
tlv3 Bluo Grass State, and many tour- 
ists annually visit it. The little three cor- 
nered room.'i, queer chimney places and 
porthole wiudows are reminders of the 
time when Kentucky was known as the 
"dark and bloody ground." 


From tliat state Matthew Lyon was also 
sent to congress, ami often when hot in 
debate he would cry out, "By the bulls 
that bought me!" Numbers of his descend- 
ants are scattered throughout Kentucky, 
Tennessee aud Virginia, all of whom have 
been moro or less prominent in public af- 
fairs.

A tire 
bliould always eoutaiu euou}?h air to keep 
it.s rim from the f-rouud. If, iu ridiug, 
you feel the slightest jar as your wheel 
runs over ordiîîary obstac-les, it is because 
there is not suiKeieiit air pre.s.sure. There 
is no danger of bursting a tire, as many 
riders stiem to fear, when the small hand 
pump is nst;d, and even with the 'l)est 
foot pump only the vtn-y weakest tires 
conld bo burst, while any good road tiro 
will hold more than double the pressure 
which you could get iuto it with a foot 
pump. 


Don't let the air out of a tire, wheu 
not in uso, "to .save it. " It is mueh bet- 
ter off, when standing, to bo well in- 
flated. 
In considering the comfort of 
both the rider and the tiro it is impor- 
tant that enough pre.ssure bo maintained, 
to prevent the outer iuid inner parts of 
the air tube from coming iu contact. An 
extensive observation has found a great 
many tires which were very much too 
soft, while we have rarely seen oue that 
was too hard.—L. A. W. Bulletiu.

if barns and old houses in Baltimore 
ounly, Maryland, and from the Berk- 
hires in Massachusetts news is receiy- 
id of a meeting of citizens called for 
he purpose of planning some way of 
elief from the similar scourge there. 


It is estimated that in the country at 


arge there are not lees than 60.000 
abitual tramps wbo beg and steal 
heir living at a daily cost of about 
30,000, which comeB, of course, out ol 
he earnings of honest workers and 
aipayers. In the towns and villages 
md in the smaller cities there is found 


i need of wood yards and lodges, with 
igid enforcement of the laws against 
legging and vagrancy. 


For the punishment of the incurables 
he new Massachusetts system prom 
aes to be as thoroughgoing as any. The 
tate has purchased 2,000 acres of cheap 
but improvable land. 
The soil is both 


marshy and rocky, but it can be 
ditchtd and cleared and made profit 
able for agriculture. 
To this farm 


every tramp legally convicted of va 
;rancy will be sent for two or three 
years. He will be employed in build 
ng roads and houses on the farm, in 
digging drains, in clearing, plowing 
owing, reaping, and in all the labor o 
a farm that has to be created from a 
wilderness. The work will be heath 
ul and not more severe than thai 
which is undertaken voluntarily bi 
,he thousands of brave men whoyearly 
:ake up homesteads on the frontier 
The tramps will be'converted into 
aborers, and will be well fed and com 
brtably clothed.

Th;U Mexican "free /one" is a queer 


)ffair alt'wthpr. \Vlicn Hie tariff levied 
iy their government on imports begun 
0 ly> understood by the benighted in- 
ii'.bitants of Mexico, they found that 
hey could run away from it. Tho prin- 
cipal imports of tlio republic "were from 
he United Stutes. Western Texas, New 
Mexico, Arizona and the rest of the 
southwestern border of tbe United States 
wove I'licmfili liko -Mexico in tbe cast of 
hu inhabitants fur an out and out Mex- 
caii to feel at bonus in those parts. The 
result was that from the mouth of the 
Uo Gnuido on the cast to tbe Paciflo 
X-'oan oil the west all along the eastern 
ind northern line of Mexico there was a 
wholesale migration of her citizens to 
our side where the goods could 'bo got 
duty free. It diminished the Mexican 
jopulatiou not inconsiderably. To avoid 
;Ms tlie Mexican government establish- 
ed in 1SC1 what -was called the. zona 
libre. It is a strip a little more than 13 
miles wide and covers all tho Mexican 
liuo next to tlio United States. 
The 


inhabitants of this zone were to bo al- 
lowed to import goods nt one-tenth tlie 
regular rate, provided they were to bo 
used within the zone. But soon foreign 
merchants took advantage of the priv- 
ilege to get their goods into the free 
zone, and tueuce smuggle them across 
tho border into tho United States. Eu- 
ropean goods sent to Mexico are allowed 
to pass through the United States in 
bond, and that was the method tlie sharp 
merchants took to get their wares into 
tho free zone. 


A joint resolution passed by the last 


congress was supposed to abolish tlie 
passage of foreign goods in bond through 
tho United States to the Mexican free 
zone. But tho resolution was not prop- 
erly drawn up and has largely failed of 
its object, and there, we arc still

Tho Silver Standard In Mexico, 
A balance betfreen the advantages 


and disadvantages of a silver standard, 
such as "is struck by Mr. Romero, the 
Mexican minister), in Tho North Ameri- 
can Keview, carroot fail to be interest- 
ing reading. 
Mexico has no paper 


money and neve:r has had. 
She has lit- 


tle gold money. 
The disadvantage of 


the silver standard is that Mexican cur- 
rency is depreciated when it is used 
abroad either to pay the interest on the 
country's debt or to pay for foreign mer- 
chandise. "Our gold obligations and 
the price of 'foreign commodities are 


early duplicated." That would hap- 
en to us if the "United States were to 
dqpt the silver standard. On the other 
land, Mr. Jtomero says, "The advant- 
ages we derive from the use of silver 


oaey are so great that I iihink they 
nlry compensate if they do not over- 
ome its disadvantages." 


Under the steady silver regime Mr. 


Jomero tell us Mexico has fewer busi- 
,oss failures than other cotrntries and 
internal commerce has greatly develop- 
ed. Only one Mexican railroad has gone 
nto the hands of a receiver. Mexico is 
not afflicted with what distresses all 
he other countries at present—the low 
irke of agricultural products. Some of 
hese products have indeed risen in val- 
ue. Furthermore, there is more stabil- 
ity of prices, wages, rente, etc., than 
;ho gold countries have. 
Mexico has 


more ready money than other nations 
lave, and manufacturing of many kinds 
is constantly and largely extending and 
increasing. 


Argentina has been making great 


strides in the shipment of live cattle to j 
Great Britain. In 1891 22 live beeves 
were shipped from the South American 
republic to England. For the first flvo 
mouths of 1895 the number has been 
10,795, besides 124,531 sheep. An aver- 
age profit per head of certainly not more 
than $5 is realized on theso animals, 
owing to cost of freight and feed and at- 
tendance during the long voyage. It has 
been claimed by Americans that the 
South American beef is not fit to eat at 
all, but Argentina seams able to dispose 
of her cattle in England. Tho meat is 
not nearly so good as that from the 
United States, It is soft and flabby, 
•which some butchers boliovo is'owing 
to the p^iimuls having been fed on al- 
falfa. 
But North American beef is fed

Heart burial, again, was practiced at 


the deaths of Louis IX, 511, XIII and 
XIV, and iu the last instance was the 
« casioii of an imposing ceremony. The 
heart of th.j great monarch was carried 
to the eonvc-jt of tho Jesuits. A proces- 
sion was arrivagcd by Cardiual do Eo 
haii. Surrounded hy flaming torches and 
e«eoitod by a company of the Eoyal 
gtidiiK, the heart arrived at tho convent, 
when; it wa<> received by the rector, who 
pronounced over it an eloquent and 
striking discourse. The heart of Marie 
do Medicis, who built the magnificent 
palace of Luxembourg, was interred at 
the Church of the Jesuits, in Paris, and 
that of Maria Theresa, wife of Louis 
XIV, was deposited in a silver case in 
i In- monastay of tho Val do Grace. The 
body of U.-Jto-ns Adolphns, the illus- 
trious monarch/who fell on the field of 
Irat/on, w as embalmed and his heart re- 
cei\ ed sepulture at Stockholm, arid, as 
is well known, the heart of Cardinal 
MiiKariu was, by his own desire, sent to 
the Church of the Theatius.

, July 1.—Uncle Sam is 


investigating machine guns just now 
with the notion of supplying his uctle 
army with something more efficient and 
up to dare iu that Hue than it now pos- 
sesses, aud tho chances seem to fa-\ or 
tho adoption of tho almost fiendish gun 
invented by Hiram Maxim and called 
after him the Maxim gnu. Although ho 
is an American by buth and although 
ho offered his weapon to tho United 
States before taking it oL-ewhero, some 
dozen years ago, Uncle Sam would have 
none of it then, being quite satisfied at 
tho tinio with the Gatling gnu, also an 
American invention. 
Hiram Maxim 


was greatly disheartened by his failure 
to interest hi.s own government iu his 
gnn and sailed away with it to Eng- 
land, where John Bull snapped it up in 
short order. 


It was not many years before the Eng- 


lish had a, cluuico to use their new ac- 
quisition with great effect. Iu the Zulu 
war its execution v, as- of the most dead- 
ly sort, on one occasion nearly 500 Zu- 
lus being killed by bullets from one 
Maxim gun iu tho course of a very few 
minutes^ us was found by counting then- 
bodies after tho close of the engage- 
ment. Within a radius of 900 feet the 
bodies of 489 dusky warriors were found 
when the Kiuoko had cleared away, and 
those of the savages who were left had 
fletl before the murderous little machine. 
Considering that many must have been 
hit who were uot killed and who had 
strength euongh left to take themselves 
away, it is probably fiiir to assume that 
a full 1,000 were struck. 


That was before the Maxim gnu w as- 


anywhere near to effective as it is now, 
for it could then firo but ten shots a see- 


oud, 
or CO a minute. Now it citu throw 


100 bullets every second, or GOO a min- 
ute. 
This sounds like an incredible 


story, but it is vouched for on the most 
unimpeaebiible authority. So fast indeed 
will this gun pump lead that it is al- 
most impossible for tho operator to main- 
tain sufficient control over it to fire one 
single shot. A pressure upon its trigger 
as long continued as that required to fire 
au ordinary rifle would be sufficient to 
discharge a dozen shots or more. There 
aro but ono or two men living who are 
expert and quick enough to remove the 
pressure in time to save discharging at 
least five or six shots, and they have 
given a great deal of time to the study 
of tiio machine. 


Catling's gun was invented in 18G1 


and was received with considerable sus- 
picion, which was dispelled only after 
successful work iu tho field. During the 
Franco-Prussian war the French nsed a

A Kemarhable Cerexnony. 


Ono of the latest instances of heart 


burial took place at Munich in the 
month of September four years ago, 
whcu Qneen Mario of Bavaria's heart 
was embalmed and carried in groat 
pomp and ceremony to AH-Ottiug to be 
preserved in tho beautiful chapel of that 
place. 


Tho dean, bearing the queen's heart, 


rode iu a state carriage and six, which 
proceeded at a foot pace till the parish 
chuich, au edifice of great antiquity and 
much architectural beauty, was reached. 


Ou alighting the dean was received by 


the bishop of tho diocese, tho abbot of 
the monastic order intrusted with tho 
guardianship of tho Lady chapel and tho 
clergy of the parish. After having in- 
censed tho urn the bishop and the at- 
tendant priests marched, while the or- 
gan was pealing forth tlie moving strains 
of Chopin 'u funeral anthem, np tho aisle 
to the high altar, tho dean following 
with tho heart under u purple and gold 
baldaquiu, borne by the leadiug citizens 
of Alt-Otting, who have possessed the 
privilege of performing that duty from 
time immemorial. Oil reaching tho altar 
tho urn was placed on the "castrum do- 
loio.hi.s'' and tho grand officers of tho 
roj ul household, General Count Pappcn- 
heim and Count Durcklieim Montmorm 
at their head, took up their places iu a 
semicircle around tho cntafultrno. Stand- 
ing beside th" "castnuu dolorosis," the 
dean delivered over her urn to the bish- 
op with tho following touching words :

trailleuse. It was modeled in a general 
way on the Gatling weapon, Irat neither 
of these was as effective by a great deal 
as Hiram Maxim's invention. 


Lately this gun has been having fresh 


tests at the United States proving 
grounds at Sandy Hook, where its exe- 
cution has excited the most enthusiastic 
admiration. The broad principle upon 
which the Maxim gnn works is that of 
utilizing some of the force of each ex- 
plosion, developed in the form of recoil, 
to reload almost instantly after each dis- 
charge. Besides loading the mechanism 
is so constructed that it will throw out 
the empty shell after each shot. There 
is also a scheme for keeping the gnn 
cool by delnging the outoide of the fir- 
ing chamber with water, what is known 
as the water jacket being provided for 
that purpose. 


No doubt the combination of Maxim 


gnu and smokeless powder is the most 
effective combination in infantry war- 
fare today. If HOW a. powder shall be 
made which shall explode without aoiso 
as well as without smoke, the problem 
of bringing about peace by reason of ab- 
solute certainty that nearly every one of 
those who go to war will be killed will 
be almost surely wived.

Next to God we are to honor our parents, 
and a curse is pronounced upon such as do 
otherwise (Deut. xxvii, 10; 1'rov.

AB the result of long and arduous

of newspapers will derive amusement, 
if not instruction, from a peiusalof the 
following extract from the columns of 
the Xi-w York Hi/ukl. It is .1 \ub.itim 
copy of Olio uf 'the editorial aitides ill 
that newspaper published ou Oct. lu', 
1850: 


"We observe that oue of our coteiupo- 


raries, having a rare geuius for puffing, 
declares that he is about to set up a 
prmtiug machine which will piiut 2j,- 
000 sheets au horn1. 
At this late it 


would issue almost 417 sheets iu a min- 
ute, or nearly eij,ht' sheets in a second. 
Ho states that this machine is to bo 
made by Mr. Hoe. Wo think this is a 
mistake. It must bo Baruum, the inveut- 
or of Joyce Meth and the mermaid, or 
Beach, the author of the Pkuulield and 
Lehigh banks. 
No other men could 


make a machine to upset a great phys- 
ical impossibility itud print eight sheets 
in a second Mr. Hoe is a practical mail 
Jind knows, both iu theory and practice, 
how lunch time must bo consumed in 
the travel of a cylinder to make a good 
imprcssiou. The highest late of issue 
yet attained is about 10,000 sheets an 
hour, and our present machines leach 
that point. The ultimatum never cau bo 
beyond 12,000 or 14,000 .sheets iu CO 
minutes, or 230 in a second of time."

being the limit of possibility it must be 
remembered that he was talking about 
printing one side of the paper only, 
whereas we now print both sides and 
fold arid count the papers all with n sin- 
gle machine. 


"Tho style of press which Mr. Ben- 


nett had in nvind when he wrote this 
article was dS course the best then 
known. We had four rollers surrounding 
the main cylinder, and the papers were 
fed on to theso rollers by a man stand- 
ing on a platform by each roller. Ho 
was supplied with paper by a. boy who 
brought it to him in bundles. 
That 


made four men and four boys to the 
press, aud the most they could do was to 
turn out 2,000 sheets an hour for each 
roller. This machine was improved by 
adding more rollers, each with a plat- 
form and a man and a boy, until we had 
ten rollers and 20 hands to turn out 20,- 
000 sheets an hour, or, at the utmost 
speed, 20,000. 
Our now press, just 


building for the-New York World, re- 
quires a couple of mou to run it and 
will turn out 86,000 eight page papers 
printed on both sides, folded aud count- 
ed. That is tho contrast between the old 
aud tho new. 


"The first double Webb press was 


made in 1879, and, as the name indi- 
cates, it just doubled tho production. 
This was a great achievement, but it 
did not print the supplements which 
have since grown to be such au impor- 
tant thing 'n the production of newspa- 
pers. About 1884 the first double sup- 
plement press was built for Deacon 
Richard Smith, as he is called, of the 
Cincinnati Gazette., This vyas tho pio- 
neer of the present machine and was ca- 
pable of printing and folding a G, 8,10, 
IS, ii, 10, 18, 20, 22, 24 page paper. 
Tho device which enabled this variety 
ia familiar enough now aud is known as 
the triple insert. 


'' The sextuple press was the next step, 


and this is the best in actual operation

Domestic Awlinals. 


The general principles of feeding ani- 


mals ai-o outlined m au important bulle- 
tin of tho agricultural department com- 
piled by Assistant Director Allen of the 
office of experiment stations. The condi- 
tions of tho market, says tho report, 
must govern the selections of feeding 
stuffs for the stock. Experiments show 
that hay from the leguminous crops, as 
clover, lupines, alfalfa and cowpea con- 
tains about twice as ranch digestible 
protein as hay from the grasses, aud ac- 
cordingly tho seeds of those plants are 
recommended by tho department as sub- 
stitutes for tho expensive commercial 
seetls. 


There has been considerable miscon- 


ception as to tho value of cooking or 
steaming food for stock. Experiments, 
however, iudicatcd that cooking or 
steaming coarse or unpalatable food is 
advantageous, not on account of making 
the food more nutritions, but iu induc- 
ing tho animals to eat larger quantities. 
Boiling cotton seed is reported advan- 
tageous for steers. 'Soaking wheat for 
pigs is quite generally recommended and 
tho report advocates soaking corn for 
steers if it cau be done for 6 cents n 
bushel. Experiments have been made to 
show that the relative productious of fat 
and lean meat can be largely influenced 
by feeding. 
Nitrogenous foods like 


shorts, middlings and dried blood, as 
compared with cornmeal fed alone, 
tends, it is shown, to increase the pro- 
duction of lenu pork to fat. 


Tho recently prevailing low price of 


wheat has led to its use to a consider- 
able extent as a food for growing and 
fattening animals. The experience of 
the last two years has evideuced tho high 
value of wheat as a feed for all kinds of 
stock Farmers iu the west have fed it 
extensively and with practically univer- 
sal satisfaction. Tho department esti- 
mates that up to last November upward 
of 46,000,000 bushels of wheat had been 
fed by the farmeis of the United States. 
It should be fed, however, w^th other 
grains. 
' 


' »\Xith the present low price of wheat,'' 


the report concludes, "farmers are ad- 
vised to keep for feeding all -wheat 
which will nqt bring the price of first 
olqss grain, and to sell only the first 
quality wheat. If possible, tho wheat 
should be graded rather than sold at an 
infeiior price."

Tho next morning I gave 
them one basket of com and ouo at 
night, with a bushel of wheat, and every 
day I incieascd tho com a little till they 
had six baskets of com aud ouo bushol 
of wheat per day, with all the good clo- 
ver hay and water they wanted. 


Then I stopped iuci easing the corn for 


a few days so as to be sine not to over- 
feed them, as I thought the ration was 
ne.ir enough. Then I gradually began 
to drop out the wheat and replace it 
with corn, and about the cud of the 
thiid week I quit whtut and fed all 
corn, seven baskets per day, yet kept on 
iucieasing it slowly, but soon fonnd 
that seven baskets was their limit. 
Sheep, as other stock, feed better to 
clean up their feed than to have it lie 
by them from meal to meal, and there 
would also be moic wasto of feed 


Being anxious to have thorn eat more 


aud fatten faster I thought I would try 
au experiment by changing from three 
baskets iu the morning and four at night 
to three baskets morning and night itud 
two at noon, making it eight per day. 
I found they ate it up clean from meal 
to meal and were ready for the next. 
This was the fast time I ever tried feed- 
ing thrco times a day, aud I never had 
better results, and I was much surprised 
to see my old ewes lay ou fat that I 
thought would hardly fatten at all. 


Tho corn I fed was ears cut from one- 


half to oue inch long with a corn cutter 
and fed in troughs sot in yard, and it 
weighed with cobs -10 pounds per basket, 
or 5 1 7 bushels of net corn per day was 
what they ate from about the 25th of 
January, when put ou full feed, till I 
shipped them. 
, 


I did not let them get wet or muddy 


from tho time I commenced to feed. On 
stormy days I let them out long enough 
to eat corn and drink aud then closed 
them iu shed, aud always closed them 
in ou wot and stormy nights, for I be- 
lieve sheep, as other stock, do better iu 
a shed, oven though crowded, than in 
a stormy outdoors. 
Other times I gave 


them the yard and shed to rnn in, 
and once a week I hauled a load of 
straw aud bedded the entire yard, which 
kept it nice aud clean, and now I have, 
not less lhau 40 tons of good manure iu 
yard and shed. 


A week or so before I intend to ship 


I go over my sheep and give them a 
clipping. 
A handy man can clip a sheep 


in ten minutes' timosoyou would hard- 
ly know it to be the same sheep and uot 
take off one-half ounce of wool My two 
men were a day and a quarter in clip-

chores, itncl when done they looked like 
another bunch of sheep. There is no 
harm in it. Do not horsemen, frnitmen, 
'dairymen and merchants fix their stock 
to show so ai to sell well? It not only 
shows neatness and care on tho part of 
tho nockniaster, but the good impression 
the buyer gets from their good appear- 
ance tends much to sharpening his de- 
sire for them, and he willingly bids up 
to get them. I have not shipped a sheep 
for ten years without its first- being 
clipped, and I believe that this practice 
aloug with quality and flesh enabled me 
to spring the market and soil above it 
every time in the ten years. 
An old 


commission man once, asked mo while 
in the yards with sheep, "Who molded 
them foryon?" My sheep always made 
money for me. 1 breed to none but the 
best of rams—generally to imported 
ones, never to a grade ram. 


I feed my lambs in summer on oats 


as soon as they will eat them and con- 
tinue it till winter; then I feed half 
shelled corn with oats' till spring and 
then turn them on good blue grass pas- 
ture till fall. 
When a year old, they 


shear 10 to 12 pounds of wool. I feed 
breeding ewea on clover hay and corn 
fodder and a little grain toward lamp- 
ing time and on till the pasture is good. 
Then they get no more grain till nest 
winter. I Vaiit them thrifty and healthy, 
but not fat. 
I always give them a dry 


shed to stay in through winter and 
spring and now have as good a flock of 
breeding ewes as any oue aud will con- 
tinue keeping them in spite of low price 
wool They aro quiet, gentle, break 110 
fence, eat what I give them and all the 
weeds they find on my farm and pay 
me better returns for my labor and feed 
than any other stock I have.—Jacob 
Zeigler in Breeder's Gazette.

The sheep I marketed were Shrop- 


shire, nearly till full blooded, bfft not 
many registered. They were all of my 
own breeding and feeding. I pnt up to 
feed ou tho 20th of December last 112 
sheep weighing then 125 pounds aver- 
age, 81 of which were yearling wethers 
and 21 old ewes aud 10 yotmg ewes. I 
fattened the old ewes on account of age, 
some being 9 years old. I kept them 
thus long for thoir good individual qual- 
ities as woll aa for good breeding. The 
young ewes I culled out to better my 
breeding flock, as I did not 'like tho 
shape o? some and the wool of others. I 
never weighed each lot separately. All 
the ewes raised lambs last year aud some 
two lambs; hence they were thin in flesh 
when I commenced to feed them. On 
Feb. 3 I weighed them again, and they 
averaged 143 pounds, a gain o> 18 
pounds in 43 days. On March 18, tho 
day I shipped, I weighed them, and 
they averaged 158 pounds, a gain of 15 
pounds more in 40 days, and when sold 
in Chicago tha following day tho 81 
wethers weighed 11,930 pounds, an 
average of 147 1-3 pounds, and were 
sold to Armour for 5 cciite. the highest

The Kuroueau MteamerH Crowded With 


American Sightseers—There They Will 
Change Money for Experience—Knowl- 
edge of Our Own Country. 


AU the steamers that left New York 


fur Europe last Saturday were crowded, 
ami umiiy persons were left on the 
din-to, hoping iu vain that Somo one at 
tlir hist minute would give up the trip 
ami oiler thu ticket for sale. There uro 
enough orders ahead for tho next sail- 
inj; nay to take all the available berths, 
and the rush is expected to coutiuuo for 
.several trips. On the other side tho ho- 
tf 1 keepers ;jid the army of people who 
nuike their living off the tourist public 
iiml fatten particularly on the American 
i-iintingent havo been waiting anxiously 
for tho annual flight of Americans from 
their own country aud are counting their 
sains in advance. 


The must conservative estimate of tho 


amount uf good American money taken 
away to be spout on the other side of 
the ocean goes into the millious. Somo 
of tho money comes back in one way or 
another, but the greater part of it is ut- 
terly lost to us. The American tourist 
takes his money abroad imd exchanges 
it for experience. It is a profitable ex- 
ohiiuge for the other fellow as u. general 
thing, although somo of the travelers 
bring buck with them a conviction that 
their own country is the best to stay in, 
and that knowledge is often worth all it 
costs. 


It would bo a good tiling for the coun- 


try and for n largo proportion of those 
who spend their., time and money abroad 
nearly every .Bummer if they were to 
make the saino expenditure of time and 
money in getting a thorough acquaint- 
ance with their own country and peo- 
ple. It is-a big country, this of ours, 
and well \vorth getting well acquainted 
with, and- yet a very largo number of 
those who know all the capitals of En- 
rope are ignqraut of more than a small 
section, of their own. 


There too foreign tourists who land 


in New York,'nice hither and thither 
across the continent, get a glimpse here 
aud there -of the natural wonders of 
which they Have • heard, stay a day or 
two each in several cities east and west, 
aud then go home to tell all about tha 
United Stato and the ways of Ameri- 
cans and ,ba scored for their presump- 
tion, and who yet havo it larger person- 
al knowledge .of tho country aud the 
people in widely separated sections than 
very many Americans of wealth who 
swell the'stroam sotting every summer 
from the new world to the old. 


Foreign travel is a valuable part of a 


full education. It enlarges tho knowl- 
edge im3 broadens the view of the in- 
telligent traveler. 
Unfortunately all 


travelers are not intelligent, and somo 
of those who cross the Atlantic neither 
enlarge their, own knowledge nor 16- 
flect credit; on, -the country responsible 
for their b'irth- and bringing up. But 
even-tibe most judicious and observant 
of Americans visiting the old world 
would proflt.more by a, pretty thorough 
examination! of their own country before 
going abroad. They would thcn'be able- 
to Bee wherein America and Americans 
differ from Europe and Europeans and 
conld turn tho comparison to profitable 
account to •themselves and their country. 
He wh'6,knbws bjsovyn land well before 
going-abroad-will return more of an 
American than over, while acknowledg- 
ing there are many things across the 
ocean that it is desirable to know and 
turn to good account.—Cleveland Plain 
Dealer. v.,-. _.

ANTONIO M. JIORA. jn Cuba in 1869. 


The history of the case is interesting. 
The claimant, Antonio Maximo Mora, 
now a resident of New York, was born 
in Cuba'anfl inherited a vast estate, con- 
sisting mainly of an extensive sugar 
plantation. •' In 1853 he left his plauta- 
tion in the hands of trusted employees 
nnd went toJNew York, whore he estab- 
lished tho commercial house of Mora, 
Navarro& Co. In May, ISM, he took 
out his final naturalization papers and 
became an American citizen. 


lu the Cuban rebellion of 1869 Mora 


was unjustly accused of aiding tho in- 
surgents. Unfortunately he chanced to - 
bo in Cuba, at the time. A court martial 
was hastily convened-at Havana, and 
Mora wiis ciljclcmued- to death, aud his 
valuable estates'were confiscated, despite 
tho fact that he was a citizen of the 
United States. -After suffering great pri- 
vations au'd endtirinj;' many perils he 
finally escaped to New York in the dis- 
guise of a sailor. 


Tho attention of Hamilton Fish, then 


secretary of. state, was called to tho out- 
rage, and Caleb, Gushing, United States 
miuister to".Madrid, was directed to of- 
ficially protest against tho sentence of 
tho court martial and demand repara- 
tion. The Mpnnisb, government, though 
tncitly adraittiug tho justice of the 
claim, purstted' Ku.-"evasive aud dilatory 
policy regarding it, ami years were 
passed in ineffectual negotiations and 
correspondence. 


When Alfonso came to the throne, 


among the earliest acts of his adminis- 
tration was to order the restitution of 
JMora's estotos, but the.Cuban authori- 
ties refusal ft) obey tho order. 
Ou the 


contrary, they"'sold the estates. 


Voluminous nnd ineffectual corre- 


spondence followed for tho next ten 
years. In 18SR tho Spanish cortes offer- 
ed a compromise, agreeing to pay Mora 
*1,000,000 indemnity, which was but ;v 
small portion of the original value of 
tlin property. This Mora accepted, but 
tho money has not yot been paid. Our 
government now demands prompt pay- 
ment of the amount, with interest froiu 


Mora is now 80 years old, in feeble 


health, living with his daughter in com- 
parativo poverty in a four room flat iu 
New Yorkwaitiug for the restoration of 
Koine portion of the millions talon from 
him by Spain.

He was a na- 
tive of Nashville and was educated in 
Chicago.

;ians and the Duke of York, who is the 
honorary president of tho Royal Geo- 
graphical society. The president of the 
congress is Clements L. Markliami pres- 
ident of tho Royal Geographical society. 


The American Geographical' society 


will be ably represented by its president, 
ex-Chief Justice Charles P. Daly of 
New York, who is one of the vice presi- 
dents of the congress, and Professor Wil- 
liam Libbey, Jr., of Princeton college, 
the foreign correspondent of this society. 
Justice Daly will bo accompanied by 
Paul da ChMlln, tho African explorer. 


It is expected that thero will be a 


large representation iu tho congress from 
all the European countries, and a num- 
ber from Asiii, As it is held iu tho vaca- 
tion period there will be prosout many 
professors from the leading colleges 
and universities. The headquarters of 
the congress will bo tho house of the 
Royal Geographical society, Saville 
row, Burlington Gardens, and tho^oci- 
ety offers to all members the privilege 
of fellows dnriug their stay in London. 


Justice Daly, America's chief repre- 


sentative in tho congress, has not only 
attained eminence as a jurist, bnt has 
also become prominent, iu tho lino of 
geographical research. His fouduess'for 
;eography is doubtless due to early ex- 
periences, when, for a number of years, 
!io was a sailor. Judge Daly served for 
40 years as judge of the commou pleas 
court in New Yoi* and recently retired 
'rorn the bench by reason of the ago 
limit.

HOTBED or PAKESIS. 


THE DREAD DISEASE HAS ITS STORM 


CENTER !N NEW YORK. 


More Victims of tin' Disease There Thi 


III All Hie Itcst of the Country—Its 
Spread QuottMl Ajr<liu*t Assertion* an to 
Man's (irowiufi Strength. 


A recent stateuu-nt of Mr. Howells, 


niudo with an assurance that e;irriestho 
belief of its author that thu human race 
was never so healthy mid strong ay at 
present, hits caught the eye of the med- 
ical fraternity, and siuun of its monitors 
an1 net slow to combat tho jt-ssortiou. 


()ne very pertinent fxumple cited to 


uphold the opposite view of the situu- 
liotj and which will have as ^reat an in- 
terest, to the lay as the professional 
mind is the alarming increase iu one 
very deadly disease of the present time, 
which has been brought into exceeding 
notoriety through tho nroiuiutuioo of 
iniuiy of its victims—-paresis. 


Whatever be said of tho increase of 


paresis throv.i;hout tho world is of dou- 
ble moment to Americans for the reason 
that New York is a "hotbed" of tho 
disease, tho storm center, whoso rush- 
ing existence is a barometer to the busi- 
ness activity elsewhere in thw country. 
Authorities say there are twice an many 
victims of paresis iu that city and stato 
as iu the entire remainder of the coun- 
try. 


In a single asylum, for example, that 


at Opdcnsbunj, there were among tho 


!> admissions 31 cases of general par- 


esis. This would mttke the proportion 
of general paresis more than -I per cent. 


Amonj^ seven .state asylums, to which 


1,943 
patients were admitted in 1S90, 


there were 00 cases of Rniioral paresis, 
or a little over 3 per cent. If 4 per cent 
be the general ratio for this disease iu 
the state of New York, then tho total 
number of patients among the 10,000 
insane would bo about 400. As a mat- 
ter of fact, tho number is much greater 
because the proportion of this disease is 
larger in tho New York and Kings 
county asylums than iu those of tho 
state at largo. But oven if there were 
but 4,000 cases of general paresis among 
tho 100,000 insane of this country it 
would be an extraordinary evidence of 
tho development of a disease which iu 
tho last century was certainly not known 
ovcu if it did exist, 


Mattoawau is the asylum devoted by 


Now York stato to tho care of its crim- 
inal insane. • Quo would scarcely expect 
to find in this class a very large num- 
ber of patients. Yet among tho HO 
male patients admitted to that institu- 
tion dnriug tho last year six were vic- 
tims of tho malady. There have been 
admitted into this asylum during tho 20 
years of its existence—from Sept, 20, 
1875, to Sept. 30 last year—a total o£ 
1,1 iil patients, and of these there were 
40 paretics. 


A strong contrast to these figures is 


furnished, by the report of a well known 
Connecticut institution, the Hartford 
Retreat, by which it appears that in a 
total of 103 admissions there was only 
one case of general paresis, a refreshing 
proportion, mot with also in the figures 
from many, indeed most, other asylums 
outside New York city. 


Coming again to tho local Now York 


institutions, it may bo said that there 
is a total population of about 300 vic- 
tims of this malady in the public asy- 
lum on Ward's island, a number which 


being augmented each year by the 


ever growing list of fresh patients. 


Tho exhibit from Bloomingdale is 


much worse than this, quite naturally, 
because it is to this semipriyato retreat 
;hat many of tho pity's victims go. Tho 
disease from its character is found in 
much greater proportion among persons 
able to pay for their maintenance than 
in tho ranks of those who must bo re- 
moved to tho public hospitals. There is 
jo lack of it in recent years among all 
classes of the city's residents, but busi- 
ness and professional worry, together 
with dissipation of various kinds, in 
which men and women of means find 
themselves at liberty to indulge in the 
crowded centers, plays a largo part in 
making targets for this subtle disease. 
These patients are the ones most likely 
to bo found in such a place as Bloom- 
iugdale. 


One hundred and twenty-eight insane 


persons wore admitted to that institu- 
tion last year. Of these 15 wore suffer- 
ing from that general paralysis of the 
brain ami-body known popularly as par- 
esis. This is more than 8Jf> per cent of 
tho admissions of persons who had suc- 
cumbed to all the various forms of in- 
sanity to which mankind is a victim. 


"Hero is a curious thing," said Dr. 


Fitch of tho Bellevtio hospital staff, tak- 
ing from a drawer of his desk a card. 
"The man whose name is on that card 
was an actor. I examined him at Bollo- 
vuo, and he was soiit over to tho Ward's 
Island Insane asylum. Ho was suffering 
from paresis. He handed mo the card 
when I saw him in tho hospital." 


Tho card was an ordinary pasteboard 


and read as follows:

A Unique, Helpful anil Attractive School 


In Boston.

BOSTON, July 1.—Of the many schools 


in Boston, one of the most helpful is the 
Society For Study at Home, in which a 
student can go fast or slow, work much 
or little, but work she must, and when 
once the habit of close, systematic study 
is formed tho school becomes a part of 
her daily life, she continuing iu it for 
years—often 10, 15 and in one case IS 
years—yot all tho while at homo doing 
tho daily ta-"k. 


This school—or pefhaps it would now 


more properly bo called a university ex- 
tension course—was founded some '4't 
years ago by Miss Annie E. Tirknoi, 
daughter of George Ticknor, thti histc 
riau, who was for many years our con- 
sul to Spain.

HAYMAKERS' CONVENIENCES. 


Au Ohio Hay Carrier—A Cheap Uome- 


lunde Uuy Klevator. 


A hinwiuiulii hay currier attachment 


is shown at A iu tho sketch, which il- 
lustrates a portion "f the barn. This at- 
tachment consists of a piece of wood 3 
by 2 inches of j>uod n::k. At either end 
is securely boiled a clevis—o.'ieto bo atr 
(ached to tho hay carrier pulley abuvo 
uud tho other to harpoon. The length of 
the wood piecii is such as to just allow

of the hay to clear tho tie at F. To each 
purlinc—B aud C iu cut—is attached a 
pully near tho middle of the bay. Over 
each of these pulleys passes a rope. One 
end is fastened to tho attachment at E, 
atid the other end hangs loosely in the 
bay. Be sure tho ropes are long enough 
to roach to tho bottom of the hay when 
tho hai'poou is on the wagon. 


An Ohio Fanner correspondent de- 


scribes tho operation as follows: After 
the harpoon is loaded aud it is desired 
to drop tho hay toward tho cud of the 
bay marked D the man in the bay grasps 
the end of the ropo at D and pulls the 
harpoon toward tho pulley at B, while 
tho man on tho load pulls tho trip rope. 
The operation of tho other rope is the 
same. Tho attachment at A is valuable 
iu mowing clover hay, as the' hay does 
not pack iu tho middle as it does when 
every forkful is in one place. When tho 
mow gets too full to use the attachment, 
remove it and attach the harpoon -to the 
carrier in tho usual way. 


A Prairio Farmer correspondent gives 


au illustrated description of a home- 
made liny elevator that ho has used with 
success. He writes: Take'aii old straw 
stacker of a thrashing machine aud at- 
tach it to a sled, the runners being made 
of plank 2<by 8 inches aud 14 feet long, 
with two upright poles, well braced, 14 
feet long and between which the carrier 
is elevated. 
Make the carrier 4 foot

wide. If you have au old straw stacker 
that is not 4 feet wide take tho two 
shafts to a, blacksmith aud have him. 
weld in a piece to mako them that width. 
. If you havo to buy tlio belting, get it 
2 inches wide. If yom-'pulley is only 1 % 
.inches wide, put an inch board on tho 
shaft to receive the belt. In about every 
fifth slot drive iu four or five pegs l)i 
to 3 inches long, which will. prevent 
the hay from slipping back. Attach it 
to a horsepower with 70 to 85 revolu- 
tions. A'carrier with two belts will 
elevate 10 to 12 tons a day aud one 
with three belts from In to 18 tons a 
day.

Making Alfalfa Hay. 


The conversion of u heavy mass of al- 


falfa into a choice quality of hay is an 
operation calling for no small degree of 
skill aud experience. A method prac- 
ticed in some sections and described in 
Arid America is to rake the alfalfa 
while quite green into windrows, where 
it is allowed to cure somewhat moro, 
and finally to make it into moderate 
sized cocks, in which it is allowed to 
stand until ready for tho stack. This 
process makes very nice hay, but where 
a large acreage is to bo takeu care of it 
is too slow aud expensive. Alfalfa may 
be cured with eutirp success in tho 
windrow, but it is important, when 
cured in this way, that there be ample 
facilities for putting it into the stack 
very rapidly when ready, otherwise it 
.will become too dry, and much of it will 
be lost in tho handling, especially if it 
has to be carried from tho field on wag- 
ons. 
Alfalfa should bo cut on tho first 


appearance of bloom, as experiments 
^have proved its nutritive ratio to be 
considerably higher at that, stage than 
later on, 


Government Board of Irrigation.

Making Dovetailed Hives. 


A new kink in putting together dove- 


tailed hives is reported in Gleauiiige In 
Bee Culture. A piece of tin bent at 
right angles long enough aud wide 
enough to cover tho ends of the dove- 
tails is securely nailed to tho corners of 
tho hive. There was no chance for sun 
and rain to get in their warping effects. 


nnd naturaiiy euuugn he ways to nimse;; 
that if soiling involves all this trouble 
it will nut do for. him. But very good 
results can be attained without going 
much outside of tho crops habitually, 
raised on most farms. Circumstances 
are so diverse that no plan of universal 
application can be laid down, but while 
there are corn, oats, rye, sorghum and 
clover, relief can bo given to the pas- 
tures, and commencing with these al- 
ready grown on tho farm, the farmer 
can easily extend tho list later ou if his 
situation should, in the light of his fur- 
ther experience, seem to render it ad- 
visable. 
The need for early spring for- 


age, u3 well as the time for providing 
it, is, of course, past. 


Tho midsummer necessity comes iu 


July and often later, depending ttpnu 
the season, and preparations should bo 
made to then get some of the farm crops 
to help the grasses. Where tho feeding 
is for dairy purposes this is especially 
true. 


The ideal condition for the daiiy cow 


is a pasture which furnishes her in the 
early morning and late evening hours— 
tho cool of tho day—au abundance of 
food, so that during tho heat of the day 
she can lie by, rest and ruminate, 
thoughtfully manufacturing au abun- 
dance of rich milk. 
When this ideal 


condition is much departed from, soil- 
ing or partial soiling in cool, shaded, 
well ventilated but darkened places will 
bo found f;.i- preferable to permitting 
tho animal to wander over burned pas- 
tures, exposed to flies, suu and all the 
annoyances which decrease production. 
Soiling even when partial involves la- 
bor, but so does oveiything else worth 
having, and iu this instance tho labor is 
repaid. 
• • 


Practical nay Caps. 


Professor H. H. Wing made hay caps 


out of unbleached, twilled factory cloth 
six feet square. These were supplied 
with a loop ut each corner and were 
fastened down by small stakes driven 
through tho loops. Although tho factory 
was not treated in any way, it protected 
tho hay very well when put on smooth- 
ly. 
Tim same kind of hay caps treated 


with DUO coat of paint and furnished at 
the corners with stones weighing'about 
two pounds each have also been used 
successfully. . Wheiever hay caps are 
used the shocks should be mado large 
and tho caps should bo removed, except 
when they are actually needed to turn 
rain, as the liny will not euro rapidly in 
tho shock when covered with them. 


In almost all largo cities hay caps can 


"be procured from dealers in sailcloth. 
Partly worn sails are frequently used 
for this purpose. Paper hay caps, pat- 
ented affairs, have been used at the Cor- 
nell station, aud proved durable and 
satisfactory.

to Vermont and bccnmo nwoclntod in tho 
law firm of Governor Chittendcn, whoso 
daughter ho soon afterward married. 


So stcadilv did this young enthusiast 


win hm way into the hcailsof tho pcoplo 
that ho was sout. to icprcsuit them in tlio 
continental congrnbi. 
Whilo serving In 


this capailty ho fought tho "alien aud 
sedition" bill and once in tho heat of argu- 
mort spat in tlfo fnco of his oppouont, a 
man of thonamoof Flt7gcraUl,'I thick 
For thU ho was arrested, niifl refusing bail 
was imprisoned. Wlulo in prison ho was 
again chosen to represent his adopted state 
ill-congress. 


Subsequently ho « as sout by tho govern- 


ment to Arkansas to settle somo Indian 
disturbances in that locality. Finally ho 
drifted to Kentucky, or "I'mcastlo coun- 
ty, " as it was then known. Hero ho joined 
forces wilh iJiiuiel Boono nud bccamo an 
Indian lighter, his lovo ot advonturo find- 
ing in this paslimo a fitting means for Ita 
nceomplislmi nt, 


A idiiiinnt of tho fort built by Boono 


and himself is still standing at tho junc- 
tion of iho Tennessee and Cumberland 
rivers. Tho hugo mono chimney, Inrgo 
enough to roasfc two or t hreo oxen in atr 
ono time, forms I he foundation for a houso 
which ho afterward built and In which hq 
lived when ho first settled iu Kentucky. 
This houso is one of Iho historical spols iu 
tljp Uluo Grass btatc, nud many tour- 
ists annually \ Kit it. The littlo llireo cor- 
nered rooms queer chimney places and 
porthole windows nro reminders of tlio 
timo when Kentucky was known as tho 
"dark and bloody gionnd." 


From that; stato Matthew L.von was also 


sent to congress, and often v. lion hot iu 
debate he would cry out, "By Iho bulls 
that bought mo!" Xlimbi-rsof hUdesccnd- 
nuts arc scattered throughout Kentucky, 
Tennessee ami Virginia, all of whom have 
been more or less prominent in public af- 
fairs,

Don't Let the Air Out When the Wheel 


la Rot lu Use. 


Generally speakuig, a small tire re- 


quires more pressure th<iil a large one, if 
it is to carry the same weight, aud a 
given tire lequires more pressure in pro- 
portion as the rider is heavy. A tire 
should always contain enough air to keep 
its rim from tho ground. If, iu riding, 
you feel the slightest jar as your wheel 
inns over ordinary obstacles, it is because 
there is not sufficient air pressure. There 
is no danger of bursting a tire, as many 
riders seeui to fear, -when the small hand 
puinp is used, and even with the best 
foot pump only the very weakest tires 
could be burst, while auy good road tiro 
will hold more thau double the pressure 
which you could get into it with a foot 
pump. 


Dou't let the air out of a tire, when 


not iu use, "to save it. "> It is much bet- 
ter off, when standing, to be well in- 
flated. Ill considering the comfort of 
both the rider and the tire it is impor- 
tant that enough pi essure be maintained 
to prevent tho outer and iuiier parts of 
the air tube from coming in contact. Ail 
extensive observation has found a, great 
maiiy tires which were very much too 
60ft, while wo have rarely seeu one that 
was too hard.—L. A. W. Bulletin.
